FRANCE, 

The Emperor has been on a flying visit to his farm of 1.1 Motte in 
da triste Sologne. After inspecting thedifferent points where culti- 
vation is being attempted in this sterile region, his Majesty ressivel 
deputations from the surrounding poor villages, and invited tho 
Mayor of La Motte to dine with him. Having learot that the com- 
mune bad lain an extraord nary impost oa itself for the space of eight 
years in order to erect anew maijro and schoolhouse, the Emperor 
undertook to defray the whole expense out of his private purse. His 
Majesty returned to town last Saturday, and presided ata Couacil of 
Ministers. “

SARDINIA, 

The Treaty of Zurich has been approved in the Sardinian Chambers 
by 215 against sixteen votes. The report of the Committee on the 
treaty of cession of Savey and Nice to France concludes by pro- 
posing its gene aa by the Chambers, 

The official Piedmontese Gazette publishes an article refuting the 
aceusation of Ministerial connivance in the affair of Garibaldi. Tho 
article says : —‘‘ The Government has disproved of the expodition 
and attempted to prevent its departure by such means as prudence 
and the laws would permit. The Sardinian ships of war had orders 
to prevent a landing, but could do no more than the Neapolitan 
vessels which were cruising in the Sicilian waters. Europe knows 
that the Covernment of the King does not hide its solicitude for 
the common country; but at the same time it understands and 
respects the principle of international law, and believesits duty to be 
to make that principle respected in the State, for the safety of which 
it is responsible.” 

The Sardinian squadron is concentrated in the Sardinian waters. 

The committee for the subscription to a million muskets,which first 
refused to supply Garibaldi with funds for his hazardous expedition, 
have now taken measures, together with the Municipal Junta of 
Milan, to send the sums collected to the Genera), The money which 
flows in is mostly voted by municipal bodies in Lombardy out of the 
communal exchequers. 

THE PAPAL STATES. 

Garibaldi’s partisans have attempted an inroal into the Papal 
States. Last Saturday there was an engagement near Montefiascone 
between the Papal gensdarmes and a body of 350 insurgents coming 
from Tuscany. Some five or six of the anti-Papal party wore killed, 
and twenty-five others were wounded—a brother of Orsini being 
among the killed—while the gensdarmes had three men killed anil 
two wounded. The insurgents were dispersed and driven back into 
Tuscany; and we learn by a telegram from Turio that they have 
been arrested, and will be brought to trial. 

The Papal Government is organising an Urban Guard, andis making 
every provision to maintain orderin Rome. (eneral Lamorici>:e 
entered Rome on the 13th inst, 

PRUSSIA. 

The Prursian Chambers were closed.on Wednesday by the Princo 
Regent, who, in his speech, said :—‘‘Government is most seriously 
endeavouring to bring about such solutions of the questions which 
at present engage the attention of the European Cabinets as will be 
adequate to the maintenance of the political equilibrium. The 
— which guide the Government in its relations with the 

erman Confederation and the German Diet in regard to the present 
highly-important affairs have been explained during this Sossion. 
The Government also will in future adhere to these principles, and 
will continue to regard the maintenance of the recognised rights of 
others as necessary for the maintenance of its own rights. Notwith- 
standing the difference of opinion existing in reference to important 
questions, in one feeling all the German Governments and poople are 
upanimous with myself and the Prussian people —that is, in unshaken 
fidelity to the common fatherland, and in the strong conviction that 
the independence of the nation and the integrity of the national ter- 
ritory are matters of importance before which all internal affairs 
and dissensions far recede.” The continuation of his Royal Higness's 
speech treated of questions respecting the interior. 

The Prince Regent was to proceed on Thursday, vii Kreuznach and 
Saarbruck, to Trier, to be present at the oponing of the Rhine, 
Nahe, Saarbruck, ani Trier Railway. According to the Kreuz Zeitung, 
Marshal M‘Mahon, Commander-in-Chief of the camp at Chalons, 
had received orders to welcome the Prince nt, in the name of 
the Emperor of the French, on his arrival at the French frontier. 
The Prussian Ambassador at Paris, Count Pourtalés, was to be at 
Saarbruck, to join the Prince Regent. 

The Chamber of Deputies adopted, on the 15th, the principal 
article of the bill concerning the credits for the army. ‘fo tho 
regiments of infantry and landwehr which form each brigale, 
another regiment, composed of three battalions of the reserve of the 
landwehr, is to be added. The guard will consist of four brigales 
of infantry, and the eight corps will comprise thirty-two brigades. 

The Committee of the Chamber of Deputies mate their report on 
a motion of M. de Ronne concerning the inviolability of private 
roperty at sea in time of war, and they express their hopes that tho 
Jovernment will use every effort to obtain the recognition of such 
inviolability as a principle of international law. 

The foundation-stone of the new Bourse was laid on the 14th inst., 
in the presence of the Prince Regent and tho Princes Frederick 
William, George, Charles, Adalbert, and nearly the whole of the 
Ministers, and the authorities of the capital. Speeches wero deliverod 
by the gertlomen anne with the erection of the building, and, as 
the choir of the cathedral sang a hymn, the stone was fixed, when 
the Prince Regent uttered the words, “In the name of the King,” 
and gave the customary three blows with a mallet. The ceremony 
concluded with another choral display, and cheers were given for 
the King and the Prince Regent.

SPAIN. 

The Madrid Espana of the 17th has this paragraph : —‘‘ According 
to information which we have received the Cabinet has resolvod to 
inform the Government of Naples that the present state of Europe 
and the necessities of the service in the dominions of Spain will pre- 
vent it from lending to the Neapolitan Sovereign the assistance of 
25,000 Spanish troops which it had applied for.” The semi-official 
a also says that though the Cabinet “‘ deplores the 
distur state of the Two Sivilies, and the attacks of daring adven- 
turers in that kingdom, it will not undertake the respons'bility of 
counselling intervention which prudence condemns.” 


General Concha has been elected President of the Senate. 
An official return shows that the number of infantry in the 
Spanish army is 80,000 men. 
The railway station of Almansa, in Valenzia, has beea eatirely 
destroyed by fire. 
AUSTRIA. 


The Wiener Zeitung official'y announces the fresh concessions 
offered by the Emperor Francis Joseph to the Hungarian Protestants, 
and the proclamation of a general amnesty. 

The Council of the Empire will hold ita firat sitting on the 29th 
inst., when the Minieter of Finance will have concluded the elaborated 
statement of the budget, which will be the first question to be dis- 
cussed by the Council. 

A Trieste telegram, dated the 18th, says :—‘‘ The foreign Consuls 
will shortly be instructed that all vessels belonging to any Italian 
port annexed to Piedmont must strike the tricolour flag before 
entering any Austrian port.” 

In co.gequence of Garibaldi’s departure for Sicily the Austrian 
Government has resolved to send a flotilla to cruise off the coasts of 
the island. Ali war-steamers which were stationed in Pola have 
been united under the command of the Commodore Willeradorf, and 
have set sail for Sicily. They will be preter igee | confined to cruis- 
ing off the Neapolitan coasts in the Adriatic, without crossing the 
Straits of Messina. 

A Turin letter says :—‘‘ At Mantua the Austrians are pushing on 
the works with great activity. They are not merely constructing a 
line of defence on the left bank of the Po, but they have traced out 
new forts, and one of great strength is in course of construction at 
Consolina Montecchi, to command the road of St. Guttaldo.” 


TURKEY. 

It seems that the physicians, self-appointed, are in consultin 
on the case of the “sick man.” Licseting to 6 despot from 
Vienna, Austria, Prussia, and England have agreed as follows :— 
1, As to the maintenance of the integrity of the Ottoman empire. 
2. Should an inquiry into the situation of the European Christians 
in Turkey take place, it is by no means to be instituted exclusiveiy 
upon the basis of the facts given by Russia, but in an independent 
manner, and upon the facts fepenten by the different Ambassadors 
and Consuls in the East. It is said that the Sultan, relying on the 
terms of the Treaty of Paris, disputes the right of the great Powers 
to institute an inquiry into the condition of his Christian subjects, 
and that the Turkish Envoy at Paris has protested against any such 
interference in the internal affairs of the Turkish empire. 

M. de Lavalette, who has arrived at Constantinople, and who has 
been received by the Sultan, has made to the French residents in 
the Turkish capital a speech which has been so favourably regarded 
as to have caused a rise in the exchange. 

Advices from Aleppo to the 28th of April state that an address 
had been posted 4 at the gates inciting the inhabitants to massacre 
the Christians. The Governor, who has 800 men and cannon, had 
interfered and arrested the principal leaders. The garrison was con- 
sidered insufficient. The Christians, being unarmed, feared a fresh 
explosion of fanaticism. 

The Bulgarians have drawn up a monster petition requesting a 
complete separation from the orthodox Church. 

An inquiry bas been instituted respecting the charge of appro- 
priation of 28,000,000 piasters against the late Lord Chamberlain of 
the Sultan, whose property has been confiscated. ‘The disturbances 
are suppressed in Thessaly. ‘lhe leader of the movement has been 
arrested. Agitation prevails in Epirus. General apprehension 
exists in all the provinces of the empire. The demands of the 
Servian deputation are increasing. Riza Pacha has again refuse1 the 
office of Grand Vizier, 

THE UNITED STATES. 

The proceedings in Congress were of little interest. Tine Sonate 
was engaged in debates upon the slavery question; and in the 
House of Representatives the tariff was the principal subject of dis- 
cussion, The Senate has adopted a resolution authorising the 
employment of a vessel to transport not more thaa five astrenomers 
to some point where the eclipse of the sun, on the 18th of July next, 
can be best observed. It was understood that Senator Simmons and 
his friends had perfected their amendments to the Mexican Treaty, 
and that the consideration of the subject would be shortly resumed 
by the Senate. ‘The resolution raising the American mission to 
Sardinia to a first-class one was passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives without debate. The post-office committee of the House 
of Representatives has decided unanimously in favour of establishing 
a steam line around the Gulf of Mexico. 

A convention of de'egates from the remains of the “ Know- 
nothing” party was about to assemble at Baltimore for the purpose 
of choosing a candidate for the Presidency ; and General Houston, 
of Texas, was deemed likely to be selected. 

The Board of Aldermen of New York has passed a resolution 
requesting the Mayor to invite the Prince of Wales to visit that city. 

Ex Governor ‘Tazewell, of Virginia, died on the 6th inst., aged 
eighty-five years. 

A bill giving a bonus of 60,000 dollars and 40,090 dollars to the 
firet and secoud companies who shall carry telegraphic lines across 
the continent had passed the California Legislature. 

Twenty-nine boys and girls had been drowned in a lake in South 
Carolina, in consequence of the sinking of a boat in which they had 
embarked on a pleasure party. 


INDIA. 

The following telegrams were roceived at the India Oifice on 
Wednesday : 

“Sima, April 28.—The Governor-Genera! and the Commander- 
in-Chief are still at Simla, but will return to Calcutta on the 7th 
proximo. Mr. Wilson, in a speech in Council, answered the objec- 
tions of the Madras Government to his scheme of taxation. On the 
morping of the 20th the Wuzeerees attacked Colonel Larkins’ (’) 
column, with some damage to the cattle and camp followers; but 
they were driven out with heavy loss, and pursued for three miles 
over the hills, and to all appearances have been broken up.” 

“Srwta, May 4.The Governor-General held a durbar at Simla 
on the 3rd inst. for the reception of the hill chiefs. Cholera has 
been prevalent in Oude, but is now disappearing. The force under 
General Chamberlain joined that under Colonel Lumsden on the 
28th ult. The Wuzeerees gave up their intention of holding Shapoor 
and Petray, and retreated.” 

The Times and Standard announce the visit to England of Sir 
Cursetjee Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy, the eminent Parsee merchant. 

CHINA. 

A telegram received on Monday by one of the first houses in the 
China trade states that the Chinese have refused to accept the Eag- 
lish and Frevch ultimatum, and that all the ports have therefore 
been blockaded. 

From Hong-Kong we have intelligence to March 29, as follows :— 
Two regiments of infantry, one ba:tery of artillery, and one com- 
pany of Royal Engineers proceed on the 31st instant to Chusan. Mr.

GARIBALDI’S EXPEDITION. 


The intelligence respecting the insurrection in Sicily is of the most 
contradictory nature; but, confused and obscure as it is, we are, 
nevertheless, led to the conclusion that the rebels and their cause 
are prosperous. All that can be done is to pick our steps as 
best we may by the flickering and feeble lights afforded by ths 
various telegrams. On the 13th the invaders started from Marsala, 
and began to march on Palermo, a distance of about sixty or seventy 
miles. One telegram, dated Palermo, brings Garibaldi to a place 
called Alcamo, more than two-thirds of the way, on the 15th, and 
speaks of a repulse of the Royal troops at Lioppo. But it seoms 
certain that between this time and the 18th an encounter took place 

p A P 
between a portion of Garibaldi’s men and the Neapolitan troops, at 
Calata Fimi, a place some ten or fifteen miles in the rear of Alcamo. 
The Neapolitan accounts speak of the Royal troops attacking the 
invaders with the bayonet, and totally routing them ; of the capture 
of a flag ; and of a great number of killed and wounded, among 
whom was one of the chiefs. Other accounts in the Freach 

pers, among them a French Government despatch, represent 
he affair as a success on the part of the Neapolitans, ani 
speak of a desperate resistance and an orderly retreat on the part of 

aribaldi’s men, but of the loss on their part of killed, prisoners, 
and cannon. A later official telegram from Naples s also of 
two columns being sent in pursuit of the ‘‘ remnants of the dis- 
persed Garibaldians;” and this is dated May 20. But the same day 
we have other accounts, nonofficial, and certainly as much to be 
relied on, Morreale, a position commanding Palermo, has been ic- 
vested. The provinces of Palermo and Trapani are deserted by tho 
Royal troops, flying at the approach of the Garibaldians, who are 
joined by 3000 insurgents, and the ‘‘ enthusiasm is general.” In 
spite of the official declaration that the pes remain trangui', 
we hear of the insurrection extending, of Sicilians joining the in- 
vading force, of fresh emigrants arriving in Sicily to swell it. And 
we are told from Paris that ‘‘no telegram about Garibaldi dated 
Rome or Naples is worth a button,” and that, as nothing to be 
relied upon transpires about his doings or whereabouts, people iafer 
from the silence of the Neapolitan officials that the revolution is 
everywhere advancivg morally and materially. 

As samples of the po re | nature of the accounts from Sicily, 
and of how they are coloured by the medium through which they 
pass, we append two despatches received on Thursday. An official 
despatch from Naples, dated the 23rd inst., informs us that “the 
rebels encamped at San Martino, near Monreale, have been beaten 
twice, driven from their positions, and pursued to Partanico, with 
very considerable losses, One of their leaders, Rosolino Pilo, was 
killed. The heights, which were occupied by the rebels, have been 
taken by the Royal troops.” By way of contrast to this we hear 
from Paris, on the same day, that “‘ the despatches just received 
confirm, without giving further details, the successes of Garibaldi. 
A proclamation has been issued by him, in which he takes upon 
himself all the responsibilities of the dictatorship of Sicily.” 

The most significant indication of the formidabie progress of 
the Sicilian revolt is afforded by a statement which is forwarded 
by the Paris correspondent of the Morning Post, and which pur- 
ports to be founded on a despatch received by the Mar4uis 
Antenni, the Neapolitan Envoy in Paris. According to this state- 
ment, the King of Naples is about to send General Filangieri to offer 
to the Sicilians a general amnesty, a Viceroy, and a separate Govern- 
ment. It has been previously reported that General Lanza, a 
Sicilian by birth, has been authorised to tender the Sicilians a Con- 
stitution and an amnesty; but a telegram affirms that General 
Lanza’s proclamation conveying these promises has been received 
with contemptuous indifference by the Sicilians, who are certainly 
not likely to place faith in any assurances of the Neapolitan Govern-~ 
ment, which has so often and so flagrantly broken the most solemn 
obligations contracted towards them. 

M. De Carafa has remitted a circular to the diplomatic corps 
bitterly accusing the Piedmontese Government of having, notwith- 
standing its promise, allowed bands of volunteers to ba enrolled, 
armed, and despatched to Sicily. M. de Carafa adds that this violent 
attack against international laws exposes Italy to sanguinary anarchy 
and compromises the whole of Europe. He throws the responsibility 
on the authors and accomplices of such criminal actions. ‘Tae 
Marquis de Villamarina has, in the name of Sardinia, protested 
against this accusation, which he says is false and injurious. 

GARIBALDI'S LANDING AT MARSALA, 

A letter, of which the following is the substance, written by an 
officer on board an English vessel lying off Marsala, on the 11th 
inst., gives a vigorous description of the landing of Garibaldi’s 
expedition :— 

At ten o'clock on the morning of the llth inst. two English vossels 
bring up off Marsala, and shortly afterwards are both at their anchorage. 
Two Neapolitan steamers, which had accompanied them, ‘‘to watch their pro- 
ceedings, no doubt,” stand on, apparently to take a look along the coast, 
or to tell a frigate on the station of the arrival of the Englishmen. Hardly, 
however, are the two steamers out of sight when two other steamers are 
seen coming in from seaward at full epeed. As they approach they hoist 
Sardinian colours, and come se close round the stern of one of our ships 
that it was impossible to mistake who or what they were. The foremost 
of these strange steamers was the smaller of the two ; and ‘ but few men 
were to seen on her deck.” But on the bridge, beside the captain or pilot. 
was an officer in a red blouse (like the rest), and with ‘‘a feather in his cap.” 
All are armed, and a field-piece points out from an opening in the 
bulwarks just above the starbord paddle-box. The other and larger vessel 
was “literally crammed with men,” some in red, some in dark green, 
most “in plain citizens’ attire.” This is how the two strange 
steamers looked un that memorable morning. Both steamers make straignut 
for the mole ; the smaller one gets in “all right;” the other grounds about 
a hundred yards short of the molehead. The landing from the inner one 
begins at once, and it is surprising where all the men who now come 
steadily over her side could have been stowed. So they land and walk up 
in small partles to the town, as leisurely as a party of English yachtsmen 
from Malta. There was the usual fussy health-ofticer hurrying to ask them 
“if they had pratique,” but that was the only difficulty. Except indeed 
“that confounded semaphore swinging its arms about as if in a rage ;” and 
—_ to this semaphore the heaith-officer is ordered to march in front of 
the landing party. In ten minutes that semaphore had ceasoi from 
troubling. Then there was another fussy ‘Commissioner from the 
Government” taking down a list of the names of compromised 
persons. This gentleman’s papers are bar — | ** distributed in much 
smaller pieces than he had intended.” And then the prison gates 
are opened, and, though there was no time to make a systematic gwl 
delivery, there is no reason to fear that any but political offenders were 
released. The Government at Naples has no room to spare for ordinary 
crime. Meantime the small steamer has been cleared of men, stores, guns, 
and ammunition, and the latter laid along the mole for removal, just as if 
it belonged to his Majesty’s r troo} Presently, after a little delay, 
boats ‘“‘in any numbers, and of all sizes,” run alongside the steamer 
aground, and the men come down the ladder in perfect order. What a 
moment for our gallant fellows, staring with all their eyes and glasses! 
There are the two Neapolitans steaming back ‘‘ as hard as they could come, 
and cleared for action, too.” And not only the steamers but the frigate is 
running down to her —a with every sail set before a beautiful 
breeze. Nearer and nearer they come; well within range, and still 
there are hundreds to land. It is a splendid sight to see them 
stepping into the boats as coolly as the crew of a captain’s gig at 
Spithead. Now the Government steamer stops: every eye aboard 
the British ships is on her bow gun. “Why doesn’t she fire?’ 
But no! she’s backing, and filling, and signalling to the frigate ‘‘ which is 
by this time bly close.” And Garibaldi’s men—‘ why, they 
are all landed, formed into fours, and mare! off, ‘‘as if from ade.” 
At last comes a shot from the steamer—short: another—‘“the men 
on the mole dip, and it passes over them,” and on they march again. Here's 
the frigate ! she has shortened all sail, and, as she comes in a line with the 
molehead, crash goes her broadside of grape and canister, down go the 
volunteers, over goes the storm, and up - are again, ‘marching as 
orderly as before.” Frigate and steamers now sheer off a little, and are con- 
tent to throw a stray shot or two at the working ties who are clearing 
the mole of the landed stores, with an amply supply of horses and carts. A 
ricochet shot half emothers them in dust every now and then, and that is 
nearly all the harm done.

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LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD. 


The following telegrams were received through Mr. Reuter's offize 
yesterday (Friday ) :— 

THE INSURRECTION IN SiciLy.—Paris, May 24.—The Patric of 
this evening, after giving the Neapolitan despatch announcing 
the defeat of Garibaldi, says :—‘‘ A second despatch state sthat 
Garibaldi is said to have attacked the Royal troops, who wera 
strorgly intrenched, and to have completely beaten them. Accord- 
ing to the same despatch, this conflict would lead to the imme- 
diate evacuation by the Royal troops of Palermo, Messina, Trapani, 
Catania, and Syracuse.” The Opinion Nationale publishes tho 
following despatch{dated Messina, the 22nd inst :—-‘ Thore is a great 
panic among the authorities.

Tue Irish Exopvs.—The Cork Examiner bears testimony to 
the fact that the Irish exodus has not been magnified, and also draws 
attention to the fact that, as is abundantly —— by the emigrants’ 
appearance, none but persons of some means are leaving the country :—‘‘ The 
stream of emigration still continues to flow with unabated rapidity through 
our pert, and so far as regards numbers there is little or no change to 
recorded. Each week sees the departure on an average of 600 persons, the 
great majority of whom are young men and women between eightcen and 
thirty years of age. To imagine the effect of this drain upon the com- 
munity, we might instance that if these 600 were drawn from a town like 
Bantry there would hardly be a young man or woman left in it. The 
actual numbers are greater than the population of many large villages, and 
a fortnight’s draught at that rate would utterly depopulate so considerable 
a town at Mill street. Remembering that almost every one of these indi- 
viduals is of condition to be of ac value to the community—the men as 
farm labourers or mechanics, the women either in agricultural labour as 
servants, or, still more important, as the healthy mothers of strong 
children—it is easy to conceive how terrible a loss to the country. Nothing 
can impress this fact upon the mind so strongly as actually witnessing the 
crowd preparing for their departure, Amongst the entire there is not an 
indication of squalor or misery—not a single rag on the back of its owner 
indicates that he or she is flying from poverty—not a weak limb ora pale 
cheek—scarcely a wrinkled face indicates that the country is getting rid of 
aburden. Sturdy athletic young men, healthy and strong girls—often of 
extraordinary beauty—form the great bulk of this departing crowd.” 








NAVAL AND MILITARY INTELLIGENCE. 


The authorities at the Horse Guards have directed a board of 
Royal Engineer and other officers to be assembled for the purpose of 
making a survey end reporting upon the condition of the Government 
stores at Purficet, Tilbury Fort, and Chatham. 


The annual return showing the figures of merit established in 


the Army during the yearly course of rifle instructions is published. The 
22nd Foot, firet battalion, is at the head of the list ; and a militia regiment, 
the Royal Wiltshire, stands eccond. 

The Queen’s birthday has been male the occasion of a large 
batch of promotions and new appointments to the Order of the Bath, which 
appear in the Gocette of yesterday se’nnight. Among them are several 
members of the United Service, as well as many Indian officials who 
rendered valuable service during the recent crisis in the Hast. 


The Duke of Cambridge has issued a general order directing 
that the Chaplains to the Army, both at home and abroad, are in future to 
wear the military uniform which has been decided upon. The general 
order states that the uniform is not to be worn by the Chaplains at all 
times, but on State occasions, reviews, field-days, in camp, and on other 
important occasions. The same uniform is to be worn by the Episcopalian, 
Presbyterian, and Roman Catholic Chaplains. 

The Gazette of yesterday week publishes two general orders by 
the Governor-General of India, in which his Excellency takes the oppor- 
tunity afforded by the return of the 53rd iment and the 60th Royal 
Rifles to England to record the sense entertained by the Government of 
the services rendered in that presidency by those regiments. The first- 
named regiment has been in India sinze ember, 1844, and the latter 
sir — 1945, and both took an active part in the suppression of the 
mutinies.

Tue Prince OF WALES aND THE New York ALDERMEN.—

attention to the visit which the Prince of Wales, the heir apparent to the 
throne of Great Britain and Ireland, is about to make to America, on the 
invitation of the British provinces. This is to be regarded as the visit, not 
merely of a — of great distinction, but of a future ruler, to his federal 
subjects, an g of an official character. Considering the intimate 
relations which exist between our country and England, and by how man 
ties we are bound to that great ple, over which the Prince of Wales wiil 
hereafter reign, and not forgetting that international courtesies tend to 
promote good understanding between nations, and lessen the chances of 
war, we beg leave to suggest that he should be invited to visit this city, and 
receive its hospitalities. Signed by Cyrus W. Field, William ©. Bryant, 
H. Grinnell, James Brown, and by many of the most influential m ts 
of New York. The President of the Board offered a resolution to the effect 
that, it being currently rted that his — Highness the Prince of 
Wales is about to visit her Britannic of minionsin North America, 
and as an extension of his visit to the city of New York would tend to more 
strongly cement the friendship existing between Great Britain and the 
United States, therefore resolved—* That his Honour the Mayor be re- 

uested to invite his Royal Highness to visit the city and partake of its 
italities.” The resolution was adopted by a vote of 9 to 3, and was 
sent to the Councilmen for concurrence. 

An Exrrosion rrom Frrepamp occurred on board the 
Peninslar and Oriental Company's steamer Orissa, lying in Southampton 
Docks, on Thursday afternoon. The deck cabins, bulkheads, &c., were 
blown to atoms. Five men were taken ashore and sent to the infirmary. 

Apyssints.—Information has been received in Egypt of the 
death of Mr. Plowden, her Majesty's Consul in Abyssinia. He is stated to 
bare died of wounds received in an attack made upon him by one of the 
chiefs under Negoussi, the rebel Governor of Tigré, while he was travelling 
thrc ugh that province on his way from Gondar to Massowa. He was ran- 
sowed by King Theodore for 1000 dollars, but was already in a dying state. 
The assistance rendered to the Governor of Tigré by the French, in return 
for the grant of territory which he has made to them on the seacoxst, is 
said to be largely contributing towarde enabling bim to resist the authority 
af Theodcre.

THE DERBY DAY. 

Never within turf memory had such a number of Derbyites, with 
high-class two-year-old characters, been engaged to meet, and the 
weather and the company was worthy of the congress, As 
numbers we have seen quite as many spectators, both in Fifty-one 
and other years; but, certainly, the holders of paddock tickets seemed 
fuliy one fourth larger. In fact, we have never known such difficulty 
in getting even a glance at the horses, as the serried crowds of 
supporters got round their favourites, and never left them till the 
canters began. The Corner operations of the three or four days 
previous had been quiet. Umpire and Wizard bravely kept their 
places, and Thormanby crept up at last in that slow and sure wa 
which is such a certain sign that the clever owner means mischief. 
Thunderbolt and Upperhand followed suit with St, Albans, whose 
tremendous Metropolitan Stakes and Chester Cup preparations have 
fairly used him up for the present ; but Mainstone came , and, as it 
transpired that his decline had been entirely owing to his off fore-leg 
having filled on the Monday week before, his backers felt a ray of 
hope, although his noble owner and the stable have for some timo 
past thought him a moderate horse. The backers of Langton Wold 
were strong in their allegiance, and reported with truth that John 
Scott had never been more confident. The Nutbournites began, as 
the saying is, to be very ‘‘ nutty” on their pet, who was trained, as 
they averred, by a pupil of old Forth, and had done all that had 
been asked of him. Sutton, too, had pleased John Osborne so much 
that he would not give up his son for Thormanby, upon whom 
** Johnny” won several of his best races last'year. It was also said 
that Buccaneer had only been beaten a head by Tame Deer at even 
weights ; and that Woolcot had got him into capital trim. Horror 
was regarded as the outsider who would be there or thereabouts to 
drop on to the favcurites if they made the smallest mistake. 

The Richmond men had got up a wonderful story about Lanchester, 
9st. Sibs., beating Volatile, 7st. 8lb., in a trial on Saturday; but 
the weights seemed apocryphal in two ways, and as it transpired 
that the horse had a sore shin, and that Templeman had, in con- 
9 of a sprain, been unable to get tothe weight for him, the 
Voltigeur fealty of ’50 was not revived by the Londoners, Wonder- 
ful stories were afloat aboutUmpire. Another American had arrived, 
it was said, as “ consulting council,’ and the horse, after doing 
scarcely any work till within the last six weeks, had been latterly 
having a severe round with each of his Mentors daily. English 
trainers shook their heads when they heard of such “ hurrying,” 
and declared that the Americans’ own ‘cuteness would ruin their 
chance. They had engaged Marlow and brought him to ride, but 
Fordham, the jockey they really wanted, was claimed - Mr. 
Padwick for The Drone, and Luke Snowden, who had been coloured 
for Horror, was the selected one at last. The ‘‘ Merrymen” did not 
conceal that the stable considered Thormanby a good stone botter 
than Brother to Rainbow, but those who bad only seen the chestnut 
ovs at exercise reported that he was hardly changed one whit since 
last year. One or two were found bold enough ‘to pin their belief 
on the Tiger, and a friend of ours who had dreamt that ‘red and 
black cap’ won, found to his disgust, on looking over the card, that 
there was nothing for him but ‘ The Rising Sun.’” 

Out of 224 only thirty-three were left on the card, headed by 
Lord Palmerston’s Mainstone, who was steered by Sam Rogers, as 
Alfred Day wes still rather bruised from his Woodcote Stakes 
accident of the day before. Derby winners were well reprasented 
by their sons—to wit, Flying Dutchman by six ; West Australian 
(whore dam Mowerina foaled a filly to Kingston on the 8th inst.) 
and Wild Dayrell by two ; and Andover, Daniel O'Rourke, Pyrrhus 
the First, ont Voltigeur, by one ; and it will be seen that they ran 
second and third. Buccaneer was one of the first to show in the 
— and in sppearance and power he was well worthy of Wild 

ayrell—nearly sixteen hands, and with immense stifle joints and 
gaskins. Woolect had done wonders for him in the time, but still 
he lacked an appearance of thorough fitness, though he looked 
thrice as well as we expected. Scott's lot of five were soon on 
parade, and their veteran trainer and Lord Derby by their side, with 
the neat Jadsinlivery. The Wizard walked fourth, and was very much 
admired for his perfect condition ; but still there was a lingering 
notion that he was one of the flash Rat-trap school of horses who die 
half way up the distance, and the layers of 5 to 2 were much more 
numerous than the takers towards the close. 

Umpire, who was guarded by a fierce-looking trio, caused an im- 
mense rush, but very soon the word was passed that he wouldn’t do; 
and certainly we were most wofully disappointed. His head is not 
icely put on ; and, although he has a wonderfully good arm, and looks 
like a stayer, there was neither the fine substance of which we had 
heard so much nor the dash or style about him in any way that one 
expects in a Derby winner. Mainstone was scarcely looked at, and 
his round off fore-leg told its own tale, Still, he is a fine, big horse, 
with more of the Wild Dayrell than the dubious King Tom cut about 
him. We did not see his noble owner near him ; but Lord Derby 
stuck to Cape Flyaway to the last, and gave Clement his instructions 
as he quitted the paddock. Cramond looked sadly out of sorts, 
and bas not improved one whit since last Christmas ; and, despite the 
favourable weather, Ashmall could not get to the weight for him. 
The Frenchman, Dangu, was a — straight-backed chestnut, 
ard some at first thought that he was Thormanby. Horror was, 
beyond all doubt, the handsomest horse there, and the owner of 

Wild Dayrell might well be proud with such a brace as he and 
Buccaneer, as they walked from the ‘‘ Paddock” tothe “‘ Post” side by 
side. Lanchester was a nice, clever-looking horse, and bearing very 
little resemblance to the general Voltigeur stock; and Thormanb 
locked as dangerous as ever, but had certainly not thickened, 
as we expected. High Treason was flash and pretty to an extreme, 
but not of a staying kind. Great doubts been felt as to who 
would ride him, but Upperhand’s scratching left Withington at 
liberty. Sutton was useful-looking, but with no class about him; and 
Nuthbourne was not so handsome as we expected, but still a stout- 
built, workmanlike sort of horse, who might well come to 7 to 1, as 
he did towards the close. 

The start was more than usually successful, and was effected at the 
second time of askirg. Brother to Rainbow was conspicuous 
amongst those who broke away. and he went back so far that, 
instead of making a pace for Thormanby, he seemed to be about 
the last but five from the post, and the pace was 20 good that he 
could never quite make up his ground, The blue jacket and black 
belt of Lord Stamford was soon forcing the running at a tro- 
mendous bat, half-a-dozen lengths in front of everything; while 
Thormanby, Nutbourne, Horror, Buccaneer, Wizard,and Umpire were 
ell close together. Bentinck’s powers soon failed, and then Charlton, 
who wore the Baron's colours once more, came along on estes, 
with the view of giving the suspected staying powers of Wizard and 
Buccaneer no peace. Nutbourne was going like a winner, with a 
slight lead, and well placed next the rails at Tattenham Corner, 
with the five other favourites handy ; but his leg gave way at the 
road, and Hvugbes pulled him up immediately.

This is 
the case of France, which was acceded to by England; and 
accordingly Baron Gros soon followed Lord Elgin. He was 
accompanied by M. du Chesne de Bellecourt, a first-class 
secretary ; the Viscount de Contades, a third-class secretary ; 
the Marquis de Moges and Count de la Tour Maubourg, 
attachés to the mission; the Marquis de Trévise, and the 
Vicomte de Flavigny, completed the personnel of the embassy ; 
while M. de Sepia, a Lieutenant in the Navy, who had serv 
in the Crimean campaign, and had been with Prince Napoleon 
in his expedition to the Polar Seas, was, at the special request 
of Baron Gros, added as a supernumerary to the naval officers 
of the frigate Audacieuse, in which the Ambassador and his 
suite were conveyed to China. The career of Baron Gros 
in the diplomatic service of France, as here stated, was un- 
doubtedly such as to justify his selection for this mission. He 
had belonged to that service since 1823. He was long Chargé 
d’ Affaires at Bogota, and was afterwards intrusted with several 
important missions, more especially with one to the Republic 
of La Plata, and with another to this country, whither he camo 
on the occasion of the French expedition to Rome. He was 
also sent on a mission to Athens as Commissioner of Mediation 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of France in the settlement of 
the dispute pending at one time between the kingdom of 
Greece and England. Subsequently Baron Gros was the 
Plenipotentiary in the settlement and demarcation of the 
frontier between France and Spain, and his negotiations 
resulted in a treaty, signed at Bayonne in December, 1856. 
The refusal of the Russian and American Governments fo 
join in the demonstration about to be made against China 
stated to have arisen in the case of Russia from the diffi-

MANUFACTURE OF PATENT CORN FLOUR. 


One of the most important constituents of food derived from the 
vegetable kingdom is the amylaceous matter which is contained in all 
plants. This substance exists in the form of minute grains or granules 
which can only be seen by the microscope, but which are easily 
from the substances in which they are contained by the 
knowledge of the fact that they are insoluble, and easily dispersible 
h water. It is in this way that the amylaceous matter is 
from various plants, under the names of sago, tapioca, 
Soeties cxmtiacete if oll vammiahte ined I by tolog pegteed 
im; co! en vegetable ; an in 
from the other parts of the plant it is more easily secbel, and thus 
rendered more digestible. 

Amongst other vegetable substances which have been employed 
for the production of this amylaceous matter are the grains of 
wheat, rice, and other grasses. But it has been found 
that none of these plants yield it so abundantly and of such excel- 
lent quality as the in of the maize or Indian corn. This 
is a native of the continent of America, and was not known in Euro) 
till after the discovery of the New World. What wheat is to the 
natives of Europe, rice to the inhabitants of Asia, maize is to the 
inhabitants of both North and South America. 

The maize plant is called by botanists the ‘‘ Zea Mays,” and 
belongs, with wheat, barley, oats, rye, rice, and the sugar-cane, to 
the family of grasses. C) uce of this plant is very large, 
The stalk grows seven or eight feet in height, and bears two sorts 
of flowers: those ge | the stamens are in separate icles at 
the top of the plant, whilst those ing the pistils, which become 
the grain, are borne on the sides of the plant. When the grains are 
ripened they are arranged in five or six rows around a common axis, 
and are then called cobs, which contain as many as 700 or 

ins. There are many sorts of maize which differ in the size of the 
ins which they con- 








cobs as well as in the size and number of the 
tain. Some sorts are of a pale or one x iow, whilst others are 
reddish or purple. The grains are roun and compressed, and 
vary in size from a grain of wheat to a kidney-bean, 
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The maize plant is said to grow wild at the present day in the 
northern regions of Mexico and in the southern districts of the Rocky 
Mountains. It is, however, now cultivated in the tropics of America, 
and its culture extends to lat. 40 deg. in both North and South 
America. It yields its greatest produce in damp tropical climates.

The productiveness of this plant being so great it is not to be 
wondered at that efforts have been made to cultivate it in Great 
Britain, and many years ago the late William Cobbett of political 
celebrity wrote a book on its virtues, recommending it to the 
British farmer. The leaves and straw make good’paper, and Mr. 
Cobbett’s book was printed on paper made of this material. Many 
experiments were tried, but these have always been failures, arising 
from the fact that the average temperature of our seasons is not .

field crop in Great Britain. It is used as food in various stages of 
its growth. The green cobs are gathered and cooked like poss or 
asparegus, and afford a very agreeable article of diet. For this 

rpore the maize might be grown in England. This plant has also 
Sosn employed in the manufacture of sugar. Like the other cereals, 
it contains a considerable quantity of sugar in its stem, which may be 
extracted in thesame way as from the sugar-cane. 

The consumption of maize in England was very small tiit the 
occurrence of the potato disease in 1556. Asa substitute for the 
deficiency of this crop it was largely imported in that year, and from 
that time about 1,800,000 quarters have been annually imported into 
Great Britain. More ‘than’ half of this is furnished from the ports of 
the Mediterrancan and black Sea. 

When th grain is ripened it is usually dried before a fire and 
ground 1 meal, which is called “hominy.” This is used like 
oatmealfo: waxing porridge, or for puddings and cakes. It doesnot 
make a pleasant bread, but is e use of for this purpose by mixing 
with wheaten flour. It is a wholesome and nutritious food, and can- 
tains, naturally, a larger quantity of fatty matter than other cereal 
grains. BB eg | gives the constituents of a pound of Indian 
corn meal :—Water, 2 oz. 105 grains; gluten, 1 oz. 402 grains ; 
amyleceous matter, 9 ov. 262 grains; sugar and gum, 21 grains ; 
fat, 1 oz. 101 ins; woody fibre, 350 grains; ashes, 6 
grains. It will be seen that the amylaceous matter exists 
in the proportion of sixty cent, or nearly ten ounces in 
the pound. It is to the extraction of this substance, and pre- 
paring it as an article of diet, that English ingenuity has been 
recently applied, and a great success has "heen the result. By the 

plication of machinery on a large scale Messrs. Brown and Polson, 
of Paisley, have succeeded in obtaining a farina which is superior to 
any which bas been produced from the other cereals, and is at the 

prerent moment extensively consumed. 

In the annexed Engravings are given two Views of the interior of 
the establishment at Paisley where Messrs. Brown and Polson’s 
o I pi om Corn Flour,” as it is called, is manufactured. Tho prozess 

preparation is a very simple one, and easily understood. The 
f. which is used for this purpose is generally the roun‘ variety, 
shipped from the ports of the Black Sea. It is first steeped in water, 
in order to soften it, and render the subsequent separation of the 
amylaceous matter more effectual. Itis also thus thoroughly cleansed 
from any external impurities. It is then placed in large hoppers, 
and conducted te the grindstones whilst still in a moist state, 
seen in the first E ving. The grindstones are worked by pr eas 

er, and the whole of the grain is reduced to a pultaceous mass, 
in which the gluten, ne wok and other matters, are mixed with the 
amylaceous matter. The next ae is to separate the latter from 
the former. This is effected by placing the semi-liquid mass 
in long tables or runs, called Fnclined planes, which are 
arranged along the upper part of the wg. as seen in the second 
Engraving. During the slow descent of the flu d along these planes the 
smylaceous matter is deposited on the bottom of the inclined plane, 
whilst the more liquid portion, ing the glutinous portions of 
husk and woody fibre, passes from these runs through long pipes 
into lerze cisterns below. These latter substances are afterwards 
taken out of the cisterns and dried and ground. As they still 
contain valuable constituents of food they are sold under the name 

of “ gluten.” 

The pure farina which is deposited on the inclined planes is then 
transferred to largo vata, where it is further cleansed by repeated 
waslings in pure water. After its final deposition it is removed 
and placed in frames, and dried ata low temperature. It is thon 
cenveyed to a sepa rate establishment, whore it is made into packages 
of various sizes previous to being sent to the warehouse. 

Brown and Polson'’s patent corn flour is a food adapted for 
general family use, and may be employed in making puddings, 
custerd, blancmange, ice-creams, and for thickening soups. It is 
especi ay / adap’ for the same uses as arrowroot in the diet of 
young children and invalids.

Ir would not be surprising if Lord Derby himself, when the flush 
and fever of his triumph in the Upper House has subsided, should 
feel that he has originated a difficulty, the end of which he has 
by no means calculated on. There can be little doubt that the 
recent proceedings of the Conservative party are aimed against a 
section of the present Ministry, which includes Lord J. Russell. 
Mr. Gladstone, and Mr. Milner Gibson. We thoroughly believe 
Lord Derby’s disclaimer of any desire to enter on the responsi- 
bilities of office at this juncture in public affairs. There was 
much significance in his statement that, looking at the critical 
condition of European politics, and even considering the state of 
things at home, it would be undesirable to remove Lord 
Palmerston from the Premiership. The deduction from this is 
obvious enough. If the Cabinet could be weeded of those 
statesmen whose policy is indorsed by Mr. Bright there is little 
to prevent a sufficiently cordixl co-operation between those 
officials who might remain under the Leadership of Lord 
Palmerston and the party which follows Lord Derby in the one 
Howse and Mr. Disraeli in the other. Parliamentary Reform 
and financial tentativeness might then, it is hoped, be indefinitely 
shelved, and political action be reduced to that humdrum con- 
dition which, without being positively obstructive, would be at 
least sluggish in its progress. Assuming this to be the motive 
which has influenced recent transactions, we cannot help 
wondering at the judicial blindness which has dictated the choice 
of the machinery for effecting the object in view. If the House 





of Commons had rejected the bill for the repeal of the duty on 
paper it could hardly have had any other result than the resig- 
nation of Mr. Gladstone, Lord J. Russell, and Mr. Milner Gibsom 
and so have led to that reconstructio n of the Government at which 
the movement of the Conservative party is supposed to be aimed. 
But the course taken— of bringing the House of Lords into direct 
opposition to a vote of the House of Commons, and that on a 
question of taxation, is calculated to produce exactly the contrary 
effect. In the first place, it is plain that a hostile division in the 
Lords is HOt-received as such a condemnation of the Ministry as 
involves their resignation as a body, or the retirement of any 
particular section of the Cabinet. In the next place, there is a 
probability, almost amounting to a certainty, that a feeling will be 
aroused in the country ia reference to the propriety (we say 
nothing about the abstract right to reject money bills) of the Lords 
dealing directly with a question of taxation, and that in a sense 
adverse to the dec'ared opinion of the Commons. There has been 
for some time past no disposition ia the public mind even to 
canvass the advantage of a second Chamber in the Legislature of 
the character and organisation of the House of Lords; and, more 
than that, the conduct pursued by the Peers has been so prudent, 
and at the same time, as a general rule, so dignified, that it is not 
too much to say that they have been held in estimation and respect 
as a valuable constitutional establishment. Now, however, they 
have invited criticism, they have forced on the public mind the 
consideration even of their admitted legal rights; and who shall 
say, when once an inquiry of this sort is instituted, where it will 
stop? With every readiness to allow the value of the House of 
Lords as a machine for the final filtration of legislative measures, 
consenting to its necessity as a Parliamentary court of 
review, we cannot refrain from hinting that in its elements and 
its construction it possesses no such principle of invulnerability a 
to cause its members to be utterly indifferent to its being sub 
mitted to the test of popular judgment, even under the calmest and 
most deliberative cirucmstances. We should sincerely deprecate 
any wild and thoughtless attacks upon or any mere clamour 
against that assembly; but what we would desire to indicate is 
that, if brought to the test of reasonable and statesmanlike 
examination, there would be found no such inherent strength in 
its constitution as to render it unapproachable to amendment, or 
to exclude the consideration of its being comprehended in a general 
scheme of Parliamentary reform. 

When the immediate question involved in the vote of the House 
of Lords has been disposed of, however that may be done, a much 
larger and a much more enduring subject for reflection will 
arise, if it has not already arisen. However acute lawyers and 
subtle rhetoricians may reason, the fact stands confessed that by 
departing from the prescription of many years the House of Lords 
has initiated a system of legislation that, to the present genera- 
tion at least, is wholly novel, and the effect of which is too 
important to be neutralised by powerful speeches contending for— 
and, if you like, proving—constitutional and legal rights, It is 
imp ossible to disguise that a tax has been imposed on the people 
of this country by the House of Lords in direct contravention of 
the vote of the House of Commons. No doubt a minority of 
that House was of opinion that the time was not opportune for 
repealing the excise duty upon paper; but it should be remem- 
bered that the removal of that impost was an incident in a great 
plan, a main feature of which was the imposition of an additional] 
penny to the income tax. The opponents of the repeal of the 
paper duty in that House coupled the amount of the income 
tax with the question of that repeal, and they formally at- 
tempted to retain the duty on paper, or, in the alternative, to reduce 
the percentage on the income tax to 9d. inthe pound, But in no 
sense did the House of Commons consent to, and they did not discuss, 
any proposition to retain the 10d. income tax and the excise duty 
on paper as well, The consequence has been that the House of 
Lords has taken upon itself the respousibility of fixing a burden 
of taxation on the people of this country which the Lower House 
not only did not impose, but which they refused to impose. The 
obvious deduction from this state of things is that there has been 
an absolute and immediate violation of the great principle that 
taxation and representation are inseparable. The two branches of 
the Legislature have thus been placed in a false position in 
relation to each other, to say the least of it. It remains to be 
seen whether they may not yet be brought into direct collision, 
Of the final issue of such a contest it is, of course, useless to 
speak. Any eerious struggle between the representatives of the 
people and hereditary legislators, however worthy they may be 
personally and collectively of their high position—one 
adapted, as we freely admit, to be of the utmost service to the 
country—will soon cease to be confined to two classes of com- 
batants; a third, and a mightier than either, will inevitably inter- 
vene, and the iesue will not be for a moment doubtful. 

It is because we conscientiously desire that the House of 
Lords should retain its fair share of power in the governing 
system of the country—that it should continue to hold its place 
as an institution of the country which exercises an influence 
which is not the less valuable because it is, to a certain extent, 
latent and insensible—that we seriously hope that the false step 
which has been taken, if it cannot be retraced, will be by implication 
disavowed. If—taking counsel of the experience of facts rather 
than of the special pleading of come of its members, who, in the 
nature of things, must suffer from a dimness of vision in reference 
to the spirit and the feeling of a generation from which they 
themselves have practically passed away, and who seek to intro. 
duce the technical refinements and niceties of the forum into the 
discussion of great constitutional and popular subjects—the House 
of Lords will, as they may easily do, show signs that they recognise 
the commission of an error, and indicate an intention of abatain 
ing from falling into such a mistake again; it is quite possible 
thiat that which is actually and in iteelf a crisis in ovr Govern. 
mental and Parliamentary system may be averted. But if 
fulness, not to aay the foolishness, of their hearts, 
to the numerical 
of which, in the Upper Howe at leaat, can be collected t-gether 
and driven together in a manver characteristically bucolical —they 
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will be simply inaugurating a state of things in reference to their 
existent constitution which wi'l be simply the beginning of the 
end. 


Tne great metropolitan holiday of Wednesday was favoured 
with the most splendid weather, and it might have been that 
fact, or it might have been the desire to witness the lutte 
between the famous American horse and his British competi- 
tors, or it might have been the increased prestige given to the 
festival by the Premier making the Derby “a Government 
measure,” but the assemblage on Epsom Downs was exceedingly 
large, and the road was as crowded as it used to be in the 
days before railroads were invented. There are but two 
real sights in the world, said a great man—Niagara and the 
Derby ; and assuredly our American visitors, already acquainted 
with the first, had a magnificent opportunity of enjoying the 
second. The appearance of the myriads of eager faces when 
the start was effected was almost appalling—one would have said 
that there was a concentration of mesmerism there which would 
have secured the triumph of any given animal if the operators 
could only have been unanimous in their desire. As it waa, 
neither of our leading politicians, Lords Palmerston and Derby 
was doomed to be successful, nor could the American win, nor 
was Sir Joseph to add a third to his Derby laurels—Mr. Merry’s 
Thormanby winning in a brilliant manner after a beautiful race- 
The thousands on thousands that turned out to see and cheer the 
Derbyites on their return by road were as wonderful a sight as 
the Downs, and, in short, the Derby Day of 1860 was a 
“ great day.” 

Lord Brougham has been inaugurated as the head of Edinburgh 
University, and has delivered a very vast oration, perhaps more 
remarkable for the excellence of its parts than for its structure as 
a whole; but itis ungrateful to cavil at a speaker who poured out 
such a flood of wise things, great and small, as Lord Brougham 
bestowed upon the a/umni and others who assembled to grace his 
day of honour. As usual, Lord Brougham recommended the 
extreme of perseverance and energy, and was specially earnest in 
enforcing upon those who wished to become orators the duty of 
preparing [and considering their speeches, citing his own expe- 
rience in proof of the splendid effect which can be produced by 
well-studied paseages. This doctrine may be offensive to 


The mob of genticmen who “spout” with ease, 


but it will commend itself to the thoughtful. As an exhibition 
of inteliect and power Lord Brougham’s inaugural speech will 
rank very high. 

The death of Mr. Albert Smith, who it was hoped had 
recovered from the effects of a recent visitation of illness, has 
produced a painful sensation both among the public, with whom 
he was deservedly a first favourite, and in the large circle of his 
private friends, to whom he was endeared by his genuine good 
heartedness. His death has certainly “eclipsed the harmles, 
gaiety of a metropolis.” Mr. Albert Smith’s last entertainment 
was given on Saturday afternoon, and early on Wedacsday 
morning he yielded to the combined influences of congeat’on of 
the lungs and bronchitis, dying on the day before his birthday. 
He was for a considerable time the theatrical critic of the 
ItiustTratED Lonpon News.

The Dowager Countess of Mansfield: The will and two codicils of 
the Right Honourable Frederica Countess of Mansficld were proved in the 
principal registry of London on the 2ist of May, by Sir George Clerk, 
Bart.; William Jobn Law, Esq., the nephew; and the Right Honourals 
Lady Elizabeth Apne Murray, the daughter, the executors and trustees 
‘Lhe personalty was sworn under £70,000. The will and codicils were made 
in August, 1851. Her Ladyship disposes of her property amongst her sons 
and daughters, with the exception of a small bequest to her sister. To 
cach of her four daughters she leaves a pecuniary legacy, and to the three 
who are unmarried she leaves for their joint use the whole of her furn'ture, 
plate, linen, china, jewellery, ornaments of the person, carriages, and all 
other cffecte, o—- funded property; the latter her Ladyship has left 
to be equally divided—one moiety to the children of her late son, the 
Hon. Charles John Murray; and the other moiety to her son, the Hon 
David Henry Murray, and to his wife and children; and, should they 
not acquire vested interests therein, then to devolve to those who may be 
surviving of her said younger som and daughters. The Countess survived 
ber busband, the late Earl, twenty years, his Lordship having died in 1840 
Her Ladyship was in her cighty-eeventh year, and was the daughter 
of the late Dr. Markham, Archbishop of York. 

The Honourable D. Hooft: The will of the Hon. Daniel Hooft, 
Jaccbzoon, Knight of the Order of the Netherlands Lion, late of the city of 
Amsterdam, was proved in London on the 7th of May by the Hon. Hendrick 
Paron van BSlingelandt van Goedsechalkxoort and Jacob Baron van 
Slingelandt, both of the Hague, the executors. This is a Dutch testamentary 
instrument, and it contains the peculiarity incident to the customs of the 
country. The directions of the testator are that his effects in Great Britain 
and Ireland should be administered to by the gentlemen above named, but 
without reference to any disposition thereof. It bears date the llth ef 
April, 1850, and he died at Amsterdam on the 18th of February last. 

Sir Peter Soame, Bart.: The will and codicil of Sir Peter Soame Joba 
Everard Buckworth Herne Soame, Bart., formerly residing at Heydon, 
Eseex, but late of Little Chishill, in the same county, were proved in London 
on the 10th of May by Thomas Benjamin Proctor, M.D , of Stockwell, one 
of the executors, G. B. Gregory, Esq., the other executor, having renounced. 
The personalty was sworn under £18,000. The will bears date the 8rd of 
May, 1843. He has bequeathed to each of his two brothers, John and

Once more he was 
eagerly engaged in ruining himself and his party ; playing with his 
utmost energy that losing game in public affairs which ho has always 
seemed to love eo much; exhibiting his intense prejudice in favour 
of impossible causes, and so making up his olitical bouk that under 
no possible circumstances could he ultimately win. re: 

As we have said, the first appearance of things was not indicative 
of an extraordinary display either as regarded the actors or the 
spectators; but when it was found that Lord Granville meant to 
move the second reading in a set speech, and not to reserve himsolf 
for a reply at the end of the n'ght, the House began to fill in all its 
departments ; and in a short time, as ono looked at the benches on 
each side, it was notable that the demonstration was to be ocular, 
visible, and palpable, as well as moral—that is to say, that votes 
were te be given in person as far as possible, and without much trust- 
ing to proxies. On both sides the regular frequenters of the House 
looked on a long array of unknown faces, and, especially on the 
Conservative side, it was apparent that the peerage had boen 
assiduous! galvanised for an occasion when they were to meet and 
to beard the Commons’ House of Parliament. Lord Granville played 
bis game all along on the losing hazard. He seemed to anticipate no 
other result than defeat, and all he could do was to ure his oppo- 
nents, for their own sakes, to teke care lest they did not fiad their 
victory something like that of Pyrrhus over the Romans. Tho next 
move in the debate certainly showed admirable tact. Instead of 
allowing the mover of the amendment, which was to dofeat the bill, 
to come forward at once, the course was taken of ministering to a 

rime and enduring delusion under which the House of Lords suffer, 
"y putting up Lord Lyndhurst. There was something effectively 
melodramatic in such proceeding. No one denies the miraculous 
aspect which was displayed by that noble and learned, and —but 
for his persistence in wearing a youtbful wig, and the elaborately- 
fitting garments of a man of thirty—vonerable Peor, when on his 
cighty-eighth birthday he stood up, and, leaning on a handrail 
whieb had been specially constructed in front of his seat for his 
use, be spoke a series of clear, well-turnod, an1 consecutive sen- 
tences, dealing solely with the constitutional question of privilegs, and 
that certainly with a dexterity and adroitnees worthy of the bost days 
of that Copley who was the subtlest arguer at the Bar in the days when 
there were giants in the Courts at Westminster. Thero can bo no 
doubt of the effect; but still there was something painful in wit- 
nessing the glimmering of a Mephistophelian intellect; and 
again, as often before of late years, one could not but hope that 
this was the last ap ce of Lord Lyndhurst on a sceno where he 
is tempted to linger by that scaice kindly adulation with which ho is 
greeted and encouraged by his friends. When he had conclued, 
that critical moment had arrived when Peers feel that they are but 
men, and that they must dine ; and, with a still greater exhibition 
of tact, Lord Monteagle was called on to do his prosing, and to 
occupy the time while the process of restoration was going 
on. He was indulged to the top of his bent, and ho got 
his hour end three-quarters of bald, disjointed chat, delivered to 
an empty House, and with only one or two lingering ovcupants of 
the steps of the throne, which previously and afterwards were 
crammed to suffocation by Peers’ sons and Privy Councillors, among 
whom Sir John Lawrence was conspicuous. It was not a little 
amusing to see the way in which Lord Granville actually pulled the 
Marquis of Clanricarde, who rose next, into his seat, in order to make 
make way for Lord Dufferin, who, besides the hereditary right of a 
Sheridan on the mother’s side to speak for literature, and espe- 
cially for Mrs. Norton and the authoresses and lady poets, has him- 
self a wo!l-founded claim to argue in favour of untaxed paper. 
Nothing could be neater or more graceful than his speech, delivered, 
too, with a modesty amounting to hesitancy, which was every way 
becoming in a young legislator. 

About this time Lord Shaftesbury was observed to take a seat on 
the Bishops’ bench, and, looking to the manner in which he after- 
wards cheered Lord Derby's speech, and also to the fact that he voted 
ag inst the Government, the circumstance gave rise to a sarcastic re- 
.sa”k that he was endeavouring to use his influence with the Prelatas 
a»se-abled, the great majority of whom had been , ees by the 
Whigs, most of them by Lord Palmerston, and, as the rumour goes, 
by consequence on Lord Shaftesbury’s recommendation, to seduce 
them from their allegiance to the Premier, and to lead them into 
the hostile lobby. The debate had by this time reached a point at 
which the Duke of Argyll deomed it worthy of his interposition. It 
is very difficult to repress the serse of the ludicrous which the 
demeanour of this noble Lord inspires all who see and listen to 
bim in debate. There is but one word to express what that do- 
meanour is. It is essentially “‘ cocky ;” an epithet which is explain- 
able to the uninitiated by a reference to the movements and attitudes 
of a sparrow on the housetops.

THE PAPER DUTY REPEAL BILL. 


The scene presented on Monday night in the House of Lords, and in all 
the approaches thereto, can perhaps best be compared to the House of 
Commons on the Budget night. The House itaclf was crowded and in a 
flutter of excitement, while the lobby and the various passages were filled 
with perscns who evidently took a deep interest in the great question 
which was sbout to be debated. 

Karl GRANVILLE moved the second reading of the Bill for the Repeal of 
the Duty on Paper, a tax which he stated to have been imposed in the time 
of Queen Anne, and was stigmatised in bth prose and verse by Swift. In 
1882 an agitation commenced nst the tax, and in 1835 the report of a 
Royal C ission recc ed its reduction by one-half, which was 
done, and in consequence the consumption doubled, and the price became 
lees. After the passing of resolutions of the House of Commons against it 
during the Government of Lord Derby, the present Government proposed 
its abolition, which was carried, after three divisions, in the House of 
Commons It appeared that the opposition now made to it in théir Lord- 
ships’ Houre was not to be based on its merits, which had been repudiated 
hy most of the leading men of Lord Derby's Ministry, and by that noble 
Lord himeclf. The objections to the tax were that it was vexatious in the 
collection, and it was so stated by the Board of Inland Revenue this year; it 
tended to prevent improvement in the manufacture of paper, and interfered 
with the application of new materials for the purp»se. (The noble Earl 
created some laughter by reading an extract from Captain Osborne's book 
on Japan, showing the uscs to which paper is putia that cvuntry.) He 
argued further, that the impost pressed on literature, and on newspypors, 
and particularly on cheaper books and school books, which were diffused 
among the poorer classes ; and this was shown by the evidence of Messrs, 
Chambers and Charles Knight, while it had no effect on high-priced books, 
and still lees on licentious works. With regard to the financial part of the 
question, the Government had come to the conclusion that this tax would 
not only be a greater relief to the consumer than that on tea and 
sugar, but was a less tenable impost. Ax to the improvidence of the 
Government in removing this tax, he was not going into financial state- 
ments, but from the course about to be taken that night he thought that 
financial statements would be necessary and a Vice-Chancellor of the 
Exchequer required in that House, He only contended that the financial 
echeme was based on principles calculated not merely to provide for the 
present year, but which would s-cure elasticity and give permanence to the 
revenue. As to the Chincse war, the financial scheme was made without 
kuowing whether there would be war or not ; and it was only that evening 
that it was known that there would be war. At this moment the balances 
in the Exchequer were two millions higher than last year, and he had it 
on the best authority that there was no fear of any deficieacy in the 
revenue next year. Referring to the proposed amendment, he said that 
Lord Derby bad always been unlucky in his prophocies, end especially in 
those of finance; and when he came forward to induce that House to take 
on themselves the functions of the House of Commons and the executive 
Government be ought to show some grounds for his financial estimates. 
The course proposed to be taken on the second reading of this money bill 
was, as he conceived, not in the spirit of the Constitution, for that House 
could not originate a tax or indirectly charge the people, although he did 
not deny thelr legal and technical right to reject it t was also unjust to 
attempt to reverse a measure intended to relieve the people from the 
burden of taxation. Was it wise for that House to set the example of 
stretching constitutional rights to the utmost, and to take by surprise 
numbers of persons engaged in a trade which they supposed had been 
relieved from an excise duty by the House of Commons—a course which 
might bring the two Houses into difficulty if not into collision, leading to 
a series of jealousies and recrimination that would have a detrimental 
effect on the condition of the country in any eventuality which might 
arise out of the complication of foreign affaira, while just cause of complaint 
would be given against their Lordships’ House, which never stood higher 
than now in public estimation ? 

Lord Lynpuvurst, in reference to the question of privilege, admitted that 
that House had no right to amend or to originate a money bill, but there 
was no instance in which the Commons controverted their Lordships’ right 
to reject a money bill. The noble and learned Lord quoted numerous 
authorities in my of this latter right. If they had not this right 
what was the use of discussing money bills, of which a remarkable instance 
was the debate which took place on the Succession Duty Bill? He also 

uoted several instances in which bills of this kind had been rejected by 
that House, and contended that there was no distinction in this reepect 
between bills to relieve from, or to impose, taxés. The circumstances of 
the present time were such as to justify the House in exercising this right 
in reference to the preservation of a large source of revenue.

Lord Montrac ie then moved the rejection of the bill; and, having dealt 
with the question of privilege, proceeded to argue that in the present con- 
dition of the revenne, with the small surplus which was included in the 
calculation of the Budget already given, a war in China imminent. the 
affairs of Europe unsettled, and a large deficiency in the revenue of next 
year in prospect, it was not amano y to give up a permanent resource like 
the paper duty. He especially urged the necessity of providing b, antici- 
pation for the revenue of the coming year. 

Lord Durrerin, in supporting the bill, argued that the question at issue 
was one which involved the character of that House; and, while he fully 
admitted the power of the House to reject any bill sent up to them, it was 
contrary to precedent, to practice, and the usage of the Constitution, that 
that power should be exercised except in most extreme cases, of which the 
prercat was not one. 

he Marquis of CLanricargpe would. if the question had ben morely a 
criticum ou the Budget generally, have coincided with much that fell from 
Lord Monteagle, nor had he any doubt as to the constitutional right of the 
House to rect this bill; but he thought after the acceptance of the 
Customs Billand the Income Tax their Lordships were bound to accept 
this b:!l as an integral part of the financial scheme which had been agreed 
to. The noble Lord argued very decidedly on the obstructive nature of the 
tax in reference both to its effect on literature and on manufacture. 

The Duke of Rurtanp having spoken in favour of the amendment, 

Lord Craswortn urged that the course t> be taken, if not 
strictly unconstitutional, was so thinly from it that to ordinary 
minds the difference would be uninte! ie, and he contended that since 
the Revolution no such step as that of rejecting the repeal of a tax had been 
taken by that House. He pointed out the precodents quoted by Lord 
1; ndhurst were cases all peculiar in their circumstances and exceptional 
in their nature

The Duke of Arncyit entered on a general defence of the financi: 
of the Government, and argued that a high rate of income tax tn thee at 

: ought to be connected not only with a deficit of revenue, but with 
commercial reforms. The Government could not bave proposed a high rate 
of ixcome tax without some corresponding commercial reform. The cir 
cumstances in which the duty on paper was confessedly placed made the 
choise of that impost for remission very natural and proper. He did not 
deny the legal power of that House to reject any bill whatever, but legal 
power and right were wholly different matters from constitutional practice 
end prudence, and there was an accumulation of reasons why they should 
maintain that practice and exercise that pradence. 

The Earl of Denny, having briefly dealt with the argument on the 
constitutional part of the question, proceeded to consider the ground on 
which he objected to the abolition of the paper duty. He was glad that the 
Opposition had been initiated by a supporter of the Government, as it 
remdved all chance of motives of a party character beiog attributed to him; 
and ke sincerely assured the House that he had acted with no desire to 
embarrass, and still less to remove, the present Government. He had no 
desire to assume their responsibilities, nor did he think that in the present 
state of affairs in Europe any step which was likely to depose Lord 
Palmerston from office ought to be taken. His only object was to preserve 
for a deficient revenue a large available sum. He had agreed with Mr. 
Disraeli in the opinion that the paper duty was not a fitting subject for 
permanent revenue, but the circumstances of the finance of the country at 
the time he was in office were not such as to permit its abolition at that 
time, and he held that the circumstances which justified his assonting to 
the repeal then remained not only in existence but in aggravated force at 
this moment. Unskilled as he might be in finance, every argument he 
would use against the repeal of this tax would be those which were used 
by Mr. Gladstone himself in opposition to a Budget of Sir George Lewis. 
The noble Earl then proceeded to dissect the financial plan of the Govern- 
ment, arguing that it was founded on the paradox that the proper time to 
make financial alterations and remissions of taxations was when revenue 
was at its worst and deficiency at its height, trusting to throwing double 
or quite; and this he characterised not as the proceeding of a statesman 
but of a reckless and improvident gambler. The remission of the pi 
duty bad, in fact, gone to swell a large deficiency for this year, and Phich 
would reach to twelve millions in the next. He then proceeded to quote 
from speeches of Mr. Gladstone in 1853 and 1857, which he maintained 
were utterly condemnatory of his present financial policy. The tendency 
of that policy was to substitute direct for indirect taxation, which was the 
object of the Manchester party. It was not solely on account of the less 
incuned by the repeal of the pease duty, but with a view to counteract that 
tendency, that he opposed the bill now before the House.

Mr. Latnc moved that the House should go into Committee of Supply in 
order to vote certain sums on account of the Clvil Service Estimates, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to £400,000, and extending over ten votes. 

Mr. A. Smiru objected to going into Committee until the Estimates had 
been produced. The practice of ting money on account was a most 
objectionable one, and had increased of late years. He should, therefore, 
divide the House upon the proposition. 

Mr. WALro.e was of opinion that those Estimates ought to have been pro- 
duced at an earlier period of the Session ; but he could not assent to oppose 
the Speaker leaving the chair, because the Government might have reasons 
for the course they asked the Houee to take, which they might better state 
in Committee of Supply. 

Lord H. VANE said the vote now asked was a small one, and he hoped it 
would not be made a precedent for voting larger sums on account in future. 

Sir 8. Norrucorr said that the question at issue was not one of amount, 
but . If the sums asked for were granted it must be upon the 
understanding that the Estimates should be laid upon the table imme- 
diately after the Whitsuntide holidays. 

Mr. Disrazi said that hitherto those votes on account had been granted 
only in extraordinary circumstances. No such case now existed. He, 
therefore, objected to the House being now called upon to create an entirely 
new precedent. 

Lord Patmerstow assured the House that there was a financial necessity 
for the proposed vote, not because the Exchequer was empty, but b2cause 
the Government had not yct obtained a Parliamentary authority to apply the 
money. Inthe absence of that authority great inconvenience must arise. 
It was not the fault of the Government that the Estimates had been delayed 
to so late a period of the Session. 

After some further conversation the House divided, when the motion for 
going into Committee of Supply was carried by a majority of 135 to 109. 

The House then went into Committee of Supply, when the votes alluded 
to were agreed to. 

Amongst the votes taken was one of £2500 in aid of the works for the 
improvement and enlargement of the harbour of Malta. The estimate for 
the whole was £111,000, half of which was to be paid by the colonial 
Government. :

Lorp C. Pacet.—Personat Exp ianations.—Lord C. Pacer called atten- 
tion to a matter personal to himself. He had received a letter that morntng 
from the hon. member for Tewkesbury (Mr. Lygon), giving him notice 
that he should, on that evening, allude to the rumours that were 
afloat as to a connection existing between him (Lord C. Paget) 
and the house of Messrs. Green, the shipbuilders, of Blackwall.— 
Mr. Lycon disclaimed any hostile feelings in the matter, but thought it dus 
to the noble Lord himself to afford him the opportunity of offering an 
explanation on the subject.—Lord. C. Paarr said the rumour was, that he 
was a partner in the house of Messrs. Green, of Blackwall, where the gun- 
boats were built—therefore, that he was a party to the building of those boats. 
The noble Lord then denied in the most distinct manner having ever had any 
connection with that house. He had certainly been a small shareholder in 
the Indian and Australian Packet Service, and, although at that time he 
had the honour of receiving an invitation from the noble Viscount at the 
head of the Government to accept office in the Board of Admiralty, he 
respectfully declined that honour till he had parted with his shares. 

Sin Joun Barnarn’s Acr Rerrat Bitt.—The adjourned debate upon 
the second reading of this bill was resumed by Mr. Bentinck, who con- 
tended that it would be dangerous to tamper with the laws that regulated 
public morality, and that if the bill were passed an enormous impetus would 
be given to bling upon the Stock Exchange Thehon. gentlemen moved 
as anamendment that the bill be read a second time that day six months. — 
The Souicitor-GENFRAL opposed the amendment, and stated that the very 
stringency of Sir J. Barnard’s Act had led toita evasion. Moreover, the Act 
referred to British funds only, and there was no check whatever upon 
speculations or time bargains in foreign stocks, railway shares, or other 
public undertakings.—Mr. E. Jawrs said the House did not appear to 
understand that the present bill was introduced as a necessary portion of 
the Budget to obtain a revenue by stamps upon contracts, which was void 
by Sir J. Barnard’s Act. He confeesed he regarded the measure with some 
suspicion.—After some discussion the House divided, when the second 
reading was carried by a majority of 181 against 58. 








Toe Parser Duty anp THe Hovse or Lorps.—The influential 
deputation which was appointed by the great meeting recently held at St. 
Martin’s Hall waited upon Lord Derby last Saturday for the purpose of 
presenting to his Lordship the address which was adopted at that meeting, 
and which pointed out in strong language the objections to Lord Monteagle’s 
motion for the rejection of the bill for the repeal of the paper duties—a 
motion which Lord Derby had expressed his intention to support. The 
deputation comprised several members of Parliament and representatives 
of the leading branches of trade interested in the paper duties. Mr. 
Serjeant Parry read the addrees to Lord Derby, and his Lordship delivered 
a very elaborate reply, in which he stated the grounds upon which he 
intended to support Lord Monteagle’s motion.—— An influential deputation 
from Manchester and Salford waited upon Lord Palmerston on Saturday 
last for the purpose of calling upon her Majesty’s Government to employ 
every means in their power to resist the threatened violation of the 
privileges of the House of Commons and the people by the House of Lords. 
A meeting to protest against Lord Monteagle’s motion was also held at 
Ashten-under-Lyne and other towns.——At a special meeting of the 
Liverpool Chamber of Commerce last Saturday an energetic endeavour was 
made by some of the members to obtain a resolution in favour of the repeal 
of the paper duty, but, after two divisions, it was resolved—‘ That this 
Chamber does not deem it necessary or expedient to take any step on Lord 
Monteagle’s motion.” 

Stctty.—The Island of Sicily is separated from the southern 
extremity of Italy by the Strait of Messina, and is surrounded by several 
groups of smallislands. It is about 188 miles in the largest part—that is, 
from east to west; varies from 31 to 109 in width; is 344 miles round, and 
16,875 equare miles in superficies. The island contains a of high 
mountains, which is considered by geologists as a continuation of the 
Apennines. Mount Etna, also called Monte Gibello, is situated in the 
province of Catana. This celebrated volcano, isolated like Vesuvius, is 
2608 yards above the level of the sea, and is from 81 to 88 miles round at 
the base. Towards the bottom of the mountain thejvegetation is magni- 
ficent, and here and there are to be seen noble forests of oak, chestnut, fir, 
and beecb. The plains at the foot, and particularly those of Messina, 
Malazzo, Palermo, Trapani, and Marsala, are fertile and well cultivated, 
producing grain, grapes, and fruits of a seperior quality. Sicily is divided 
intoseven intendencies or provinces—Palermo, Messina, Catana, Syracuse, 
Caltanisetta, Girgenti, and Trapani. The first three, considered the most 
important in a military point of view, are united by a strategical roai 
which runs {along the northern coast to Girgenti, and which will one 
day be extended round the whole coast of the island; Palermo, the chief 
town of the intendency of that name, is the residence of the Governor- 
General of Sicily, and is the seat of the Government. It is a handsome 
town, about five miles round, containiag some fine monuments, and is pro- 
tected by stong fortifications, among which are the forts of Castel Lucio 
and Castellamara. It is situated at the bettom of the gulf which bears 
its pame, and on the banks of the Oseto, its population being about 175,000 
sou's. Messina, situated in the gulf of the same name, possesses the best 
port in the Mediterranean. It is defended by formidable fortifications, 
amcng which are the Citadel, Fort San Salvatore, and the Bastion Real 
Alto, completely commanding the entrance of the port. On the heights, at 
lees than one thousand yards from the citadel, are the forts of Gonzague, 
Castel Lucio, and Capucini. The Straits of Messina, separating Sicily from 
the kingcom of Naples, are rather more than four miles across in the 
widest part, and upwards of one mile in the narrowest. The entrance to 
them is defended by a number of batteries, well situated and well armed. 
The town of Mersina is the most important military position of Sicily, and, 
in fact, decides the possession of the whole island. Warlike operations are 
dificult in Sicily. Cavalry and artillery cannot be easily moved, and a very 
strong force of infantry is required to attack the numerous fortified places. 
The fate of the country must be decided in the provinces of Palermo, Trapani, 
and Messina, especially the latter. It is there that the enemy must employ 
the greatest efforts, and there that are the principal strategical points. A 
disembarkation effected on other parts of the coast would not produce any 
result; an enemy might maintain bimeelf for a long. time in the south or 
in the interior of the island, but would be wasted in detail without attain- 
ing the object sought. In the wars and insurrections of which Sicily has 
becn the theatre at different periods, entire bands, retired into the interior, 
have periebed of hunger. Sicily cannot be attacked with success without 
the co-operation of a navy, the command of the sea giving its defenders a 
vast advantage. The population of Sicily is about 2,000,000, all Roman 
Catholics. The Sicilians are intelligent, gay, and witty. They possess 
brilliant imeginations, strong passions, and entertain an ardent_love of 
their country. They are very fond of religious spectacles, and much 
attached to their religion. Their patriotism makes them consider them- 
selves 28 superior to other nations Among themselves, moreover, they 
are engaged in a continual struggle for preeminence; and this conflict is 
particularly strong between Messina and Palermo. In addition to its 
natural advantages, Sicily, by its situation in the Mediterranean, is a 
guilitary positicn of the first order.

Newsrarer Postacr.—The official correspondence which took 
lace under the Jate Government with reference to newspaper postage has 
cen laid before Parliament on the motion of SirS Northcote. A memorial 

was presented to the Treasury by Mr. Herbert Ingram and others, asking 
that, as a newepaper bearing the red impressed stamp passes free through 
the post for a fortnight as many times as it is posted, an unstamped news 
paper (not above two sheets) of any weight, and not merely of four ounces, 
should be allowed to pass through the post with a sidgle Queen's head 
stamp for each transmission. Sir Rowland Hill opposed the application, 
urging the difficulty of defining a ‘‘ newspaper,” and stating his apprehen- 
sion that compliance would lead to further demands for the lighter news- 
papers, and even for letters, and that an increase in the number of news- 
papers eet by post would create difficulties and might lessen the revenue 
produced by the Post Office. He observed that the line was drawn at four 
ounces, because that would include all newspapers except one or two 
printed on better paper, such as the Times and Jilustrated London News, but 
that the Times could be scnt with a penny postage stamp if part of the ad- 
vertisement shect were omitted. The Treasury, howeves, in reply, noticed 
that this showed how objectionable the existing arrangement must be; 
and they stated that they had come to the conclusion that an unstamped 
newspaper up to six ounces weight should be carried by the post fora 
penpy. Lord Colchester, then Postmaster-General, thereupon proposed to 
imit this arrangement to newspapers strictly so called, the Postmaster- 
General to decide in cases of doubt, and that, to secure this rate of postage 
for its readers, a daily paper should pay the Government £100 a year, and 
a weekly paper £5 to this the Treasury asssented, but a change of Ad- 
ministration then took place, and the new Lords of the Treasury decided 
that the matter must stand over for mature consideration before another 
Session. When this Session came Mr. Gladstone proposed, instead of ex- 
tending facilities to unstamped newspapers, to restrain the circulation of 
the stamped by abolishing the red impressed stamp, with ita right of 
repeated posting. But this project also stands over to auother Session. 





MUSIC. 


The only operatic novelty of the past week has been the 
production, on Tuesday, at Hern Masraty’'s Tueatre of Rossini’s 
*‘Semiramide,” the character of the Queen being sustained, for the 
firet time in this country, by Mdlle. Titiens. We believe that this, 
too, was ber first performance of the parton the Italian stage. She 
looked and acted the character with the grandeur and passion to be 
expected from so great a tragedian, and sang the music beantitully. 
The great aria ‘‘ Bel raggio” was a magnificent performance, and 
the duet with Arsace (performed by Alboni), ‘Giorno d’orror,” could 
not be exceeded in beauty and expression. Alboni made her début 
in the part of Arsace on the night of the opening of the Royal Italian 
Opera, thirteen years ago, ard she stil! sings it as exquisitely as ever. 
Everardi, in the part of Assur, showed great energy, and the music 
was well suited to his fine baritone voice. The houss was crowded, 
and the principal scenes were much applauded. But there is some- 
thing ponderous in the pomp and splendour of this gorgeous opera, 
end, Jet it be ever so well performed it always moves somewhat 
coldly and slowly, on account of its deficiency in dramatic incident 
end action. 

The third concert of the Paunarmontc Socrery, on Monday 
evening, contained a larger proportion than usual of the vocal 
element. Its principal feature was Mendelssohn's music for the 
‘Midsummer Night's Dream.” The two-part song, ‘‘ You spotted 
snakes,” was prettily given by Miss Augusta Thomson and Mdllo. 
Jenny Meyer; and the choruses were charmingly sung by twenty 
female voices. ‘The symphony was Beethoven's in F ; the overtures 
were “ Anacreon” and the ‘‘ Zauberfliite.” Herr Kimpel, a violinist 
newly arrived, played Spobr’s dramatic concerto in a most masterly 
manner. He is a pupil of that illustrious master, of whom his por- 
formance strongly reminded us. Mdme. Rieder sang tho air, “ Du 
bi gn Voisin,” from Auber’s opera “‘ Lo Serment,” with remark- 
able brilliancy. Mdile. Jenny Meyer gave great dramatic effect to a 
fine scena from Gliick’s “Iphigenia in Tauris ;” and Miss Augasta 
Thomson sang a beautiful recitative and air from Barnott’s “ Fair 
Rosamond.” Barnett’s admirable works are too much neglected, and 
Mi:s Thomson showed her taste and judgment in selecting one of 
them. The audience was crowded, and the performances were 
warmly applauded. 

Mr. Vincent Wallace had a concert at the Crrstar. Pataog on 
Saturday last, selected entirely from his own compositions. Tho 

rincipal singers were Mdme. Lemmens-Sherrington, Miss Augusta 

homson, Mdme. laura Baxter, Mdme. Weiss, Miss Poole, Miss 
Fanny Huddart, Miss Parepa, Mr. Sims Reeves, Mr. Santley, Mr. 
Perren, Mr. Ramsden, and Mr. Weiss. They sang a numbor of 
favourite airs, duets, and concerted pieces, chiefly from Mr. Wallace's 
operas, ‘‘Maritana” and ‘‘Lurline.” The overtures to these 
operas were performed by the Crystal Palace orchestra; Miss 
Arabella Goddard played Mr. Wallace's grand variations on “La 
Cracovienne ;" and Herr Becker played a concertino on the violin, 
composed expressly for him by Mr. Wallace. A great concourse of 
visitors was congregated to hear these performances, which were 
received with much applause, though they were necessarily very 
indistinctly heard by a large portion of the audience, 

Miss Fanny Corfield, a young pianist, of whom we have already 
had occasion to speak, and whose talents are rapidly raising her to 
distinction, gave a morning concert of classical pianoforte music on 
Saturday last at the residence of Mrs. Chapman, Montagu-place, 
Bryanston-square. Miss Corfield is a pupil—and one of the most 
favourite pupils—of Professor Sterndale Bennett, by whose admirable 
instructions she has fully profited, and who, indeed, may woll be proud 
of such ascholar. Dr. Bennett bas not only given her much of his own 
grace and finish as a performer, but he has cultivated her taste and 
emery and imbued her with the love of that which is great and 
reautiful in art. That this is the case is apparent, not only from 
her selection of, but her manner of performing, the chofs-d'@muvre 
of the great masters of the pianoforte, On this occasion sho played 
(with the accompaniment of M. Sainton) Dussek’s sonata in B flat for 
the piano and violin ; a selection from Sterndale Bennett's beautiful 
end well-known Preludes and Lessons; Mendelssobn’s sonata in D 
for the piano and violoncello, in which she was accompanied by M. 
Paque ; Beethoven's sonata, op. 22; and with (Sainton and Paque) 
Haydn's trio inG for the piano, violin, and violoncello, In this 
selection there was much variety, but it was only variety of excellence. 
Several fine vocal picces were sung by Mdme. Sainton-Dolby and 
ee There was a crowded, fashionable, and most attentive 
audience. 


Mdme. Rieder gave a matinée musicale on Wednesday at 
Campden House, Kensington. The first part of the programme was

In the ten years 1850-9 
the average number of deaths in the weeks correspomling with last week, 
corrected for increase of population, was 1148, The comparison shows that 
the deaths now returned were less by 58 than they would have been if the 
average rate of mortality had prevailed.

OLETS ALL THE YEAR ROUND.— 
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Lord Brougham was installed Chancellor of the University of 
Edinburgh yesterday week. The ceremony took place in the usic 
Hali in Ediaburgh, and his Lordship, attiredin the robes of the Chan- 
cellor of the Uuiversity, was conducted to the chair amid the cheers 
of a crowded assembly, amongst which were Sir David Brewster, 
Vice-Chancellor and Principal ; the Lord Provost, the Solicitor-Gene- 
ral, Professor Christison, lie Grieve, Dr. Alexander Wood, and 
Dr. Brown, members of the University Court; the Lord Justice 
Clerk, Lord Neaves, Dean Ramsay, &c. A number of gentlemen on 
whom degrees had been conferred were then presevted to Lord 
Brougham. They were Lord Colonsay; Dr. Stokes, of Dublin; Mr. 
John Forster, author of ‘‘ The Life of Goldsmith,” &c ; Dr. Reeves, 
Dr. Miller, Dr. Sh: y, and Mr. Fairbairn. ; 

His Lordship’s addrees occupied about two hours in the delivery. 
After a brief and touching allusion to the teachers and fellow-stu- 
dents of his earlier days, his Lordship referred to the mutual advan- 
tages arising from the number of students attracted to this university 
from all of the world, and said:—‘‘ While we gather hints for 
our improvement from others we greatly benefit them, and the 
blessed interests of peace are promoted by the natural tendency of 
men’s minds to look back with satisfaction upon their residence here, 
and to cherish the remembrance of the lessons taught. Thus 
upon the memory of our nearest neighbours in Europe there 
will remain impressed the great truths that popular rights can 
exist and be respected without the tyranny of the populace; that 
liberty does not necessarily degenerate into licentiousness ; and that 
abject slavery is not the only refuge from anarchy. Our kinsfolk of 
the New World may in after life recollect having known a com- 
munity in which a Church is estab!ished without the existence of a 
single civil disqualification attached to religious belief; a community 
in which the most enlightened and respectable citizens do not abstain 
from taking their share in public proceedings; in which the inter- 
ference of the multitude with the administration of justice is a 
thing unheard of, regarded as incredible; and in which the irre- 
sponsible mob tyrant, the instant that one of his many heads 
appears, is at once put down by the ordinary action of the law. 
Above all, our American friends may reflect with satisfaction on 
having been educated in a city famous for being the first to declare 
by its ju the great law that a slave's fetters fall from him the 
moment he touches British ground. The natives of Southern 
Europe—but none such will be suffered by their despot to resort 
hither—must learn without our instructions, if experience has not 
already taught them, the nature of a tyrant.” He then urged the 
selection of branches of study for especial cultivation, so as to avoid 
the tendency to produce mediocrity in all. Lord Brougham then 
dwelt at considerable length on the claims of Greek oratory, and the ° 
ancient system of analysis, toa fuller study than they obtained at 
present.” On the seductiveness of eloquent writing Lord Brougham 
said :—‘‘ Historians and political reasoners—the instructors of the 

ple—have ill discharged their — partaking largely of the 
ftasions of the vulgar which they were bound to dispel. Dazzled by 
the spectacle of their great abilities, and still more by their suc- 
cessful exertions, they have held up to admiration the worst enemies of 
mankind—the usurpers who destroyed their liberties the conquerors 
who shed their b!ood— men who in their pursuit of power or of fame 
made no account of the greatest sufferings they could inflict on 
their fellow-creatures. The worst cruelty, the vilest falsehoods, 
have not prevented the teachersof the world from bestowing the name 
of Great upon thesescourges, Instead of holding up toour admiration 
the ‘pride, pomp, and circumstance of glorious war,’ it is the 
historian’s duty to make us regard with unceasing delight the ease, 
worth, and happiness of blessed peace. He must remember that 

hath her victories, no less renowned than wars;’ and to 
celebrate these triumphs of science, and the extension and securit 
of freedom, in the improvement of national institutions and the dif- 
fusion of general prosperity.” His Lordship then referred to 
Napoleon and Washington, saying of the latter it would be the duty of 
his friends to omit no occasion of commemorating this illustrious 
man. He also pointed out several historical characters who suffered 
or gained by the one sided character of historical portraiture ; and 
referred to the sufferings brought on the French people by their 
worship of Napoleon the Groat —a truly disinterested admiration— 
for which they paid the price in the loss of liberty and the miseries 
of war. ‘It was said that the present ruler of Franco returned from 
his successful campaign impressed with a deep sense of its horrors, 
and that his wise devotion to the peaceful improvement of his 
country had been stimulated by the recollection of the scenes he had 
witnessed. Let us hope and trust that no vile flatterer will ever 
succeed in tempting him to abandon this course, and that he will 
join all virtuous and rational men in discountenancing the feeling 
which, under his predecessors, was productive of such misery 
to France and to the world—feclings which still imposed on all 
neighbouring nations the heavy cost of increasing watchfulness and 
pre; ions.” His Lordship at great length entered into the question 
of the proofs of natural religion, strongly urging the necessity of 
combating the errors of Hume. He concluded as follows :—“But 
most important, and to our feeble nature most consolatory, is the 
impression which our study of this vast subject leaves of perfect 
wisdom bei accompanied by constant benevolence. his is 
declared by all the world around, and is deeply felt in all the senti- 
ments of our mind; we find everywhere abundant proofs that we 
live under a ruler who, unlike human lawgivers, far or near, proclaims 
rewards rather than denounces punishment. Above all, there is a 
necessity of making upon the mind of early youth impressions which 
can never wear out by lapse of time or be effaced by the rival 
influences of other contemplations, or be obliterated by the cares of 
the world. The lessons learned and the feclings engendered or 
cherished will shed their auspicious influence over the mind through 
life, protecting against the seductions of prosperous fortune, solacing 
affliction, preparing for the great change that must close the scene, 
by habitual and confident belief in ‘the King eternal, immortal, 
invisible, the only wise God,’ and the humble hope of immortality 
which the study of His works has inspired, and which the gracious 
announcements of His word abundantly confirm.” 

The address, which was hstened to throughout with the greatest 
attention, and frequently interrupted by bursts of applause, was con- 
cluded amidst enthusiastic cheering. The benediction having been 
——_ by Professor Crawford, the large assemblage slowly 

ispersed. On retiring from the hall Lord Brougham was repeatedly 
cheered. In the evening Lord Brougham and the gentlemen on 
whom the decree of LL.D. had been conferred at the Chancellor's 


broke up about ten o'clock, at which hour the Lord Hi 
sioner’s carriage, which had been sent to the Hopetoun , con- 
veyed Lord Brougham to Holyrood Palace, where Lady Belhaven had 
invited a select y (including the company present at the dinner) 
to meet his Lordship.

The glories of the road were at their zenith in the days of the 
old Driving Club, that eccentric fraternity, with their manifold white 
capes, their bouquets as big as warming-pans at button-hole, their 
low-crowned hats and bunch of knee-ties, and, above all, their piquant 
and gentlemanly road-slang. Those in the outer circle gradually 
loved to emulate the dons of the whip, even if others drove 
them, and thus year after year has quictly-dispored Clapham been 
shaken to its very centre by charioteers and chaff. The rail has not 
brought it the relief for which it longed, and the thoughts of 
the pleasant rides we have had, ard which every one who cares for 
‘a true and correct list of all the running horses” ought to have 
once in his life, make us hope it never will. There is some- 
thing sadly prosaic in being on ’Change at one o'clock, and a the 
Derby, vid London-bridge station, at a quarter to three; and the 
man ‘with soul so dead” ought never again partake of a “‘ Fortnum 
and Mason” hamper, but cruise about in vain for an eleemosynary 
luncheon on the Hill for the term of his natural life. Alas! quartering 
on the enemy on these festive days is the only military movement 
that many of our brave Londoners know. 

The Kingston route on a fine day was a very pleasant one for those 
who did not care for a fourteen miles walk in all. This station has 
always been a favourite one with ‘the upper ten thousand,” as their 
carriages or saddle-horses meet them, and thus they reach the Downs, 
with only a tithe of the blockade and the dust. For those pedes- 
trians who struck along the fields there was the most delightful of 
walks over little rustic bridges, past copses redolent with wild flowers, 

and a grey village church on a knoll, scarcely meet for a hundred

a black bottle, but The Roadside is not a wilderness in this respect. 
It is true that the unlicensed purveyor’s XX trickles into the pewter 
in rather a muddled stream, and that if it professes to be cider you 
would like to know the exact Worcestershire or Devonshire orchard 
which is cursed with such a watery subsoil; but the vendees cannot 
dispute the quality under an almost vertical sun, and are, in short, 
too hot already to argue. f 

It is in these fields, too, faraway from Sir Richard Mayne’s picked 
A’s, and the ever meddling Surrey “‘ rurals,” that The Thiee-card Trick 
especially flourishes. The green trees under which the knots of 
operators and “‘ bonnets” suddenly form in square the moment 
‘anything green is seen approaching” suit them best, and if they 
have had one or two oo. sovereign hauls by the way they seldom 
get to the course at all, but doze away the afternoon and seek whom 
they may devour on the road home. 

Painters have ofien erred in depicting the principal ‘ bonnets” as 
gentlemen with a large landed manner, in flaming green coats, 
*“‘noble-lord hats,’ cauliflower waistcoats, and top boots. That 
style, if it ever existed, has long since died out; and, whether it is 
that they fancy it deceives better, clerical black coats and white ties 
have been their especial aim. We never remember any of them in 
the enjoyment of their hot youth. They were elderly and pock- 
marked to begin with ; and, beyond seeing some of them handling the 
8 ing-trumpet on behalf of a wonderful cobra, or child with 
three heads, or fair Circassian with golden locks, on the platform 
of a caravan, we never recognise them as adorning any other sphere 
in the whole course of the year. 

“Up the Hill to the Downs” is, to us, always the most inglorious 
part of the journey. You don’t care for the ‘‘ dust and moil of 
life” when there are some carriages to be passed, and some unhappy 
extem; ore horseman to be jeered; but motion lends zest to the 
matter, and the best jokes fall stale when you are walking at a most 
funereal pace, in long procession, for nearlya mile. Durdans, where 
Amato, ‘‘the Epsom pony,” lies buried in a little tomb fenced in 
by a railing of fleur-de-lis, within earshot of the annual thunder- 
clap which greets the inheritors of the honour he wrested from Grey 
Momus and one and twenty more, and the deliciously cool fragrance 
of its ens and flower-covered pastures, seem to mutely mock 
you in turn over the hedge, as you have been mocking those of your 
fellow-creatures, whose views on driving, dress, and equestrian exer- 
cise might admit of improvement. 

Our marvel always has been that, after so much toil, people can 
devote themselves to the minor amusements with such perennial 
ardour. One institution is the abhorrence of the heavy weights, and 
that is the weighing-chair. In fact, there is nothing so sensitive as 
the British lion when any one tells him he is growing stout, and 
= no one takes less pains to put a bridle on his cqeeute. Many 

untsmen who have exceeded eleven stone could be as easily 
tempted to sit down on a nest of adders as a weighing-chair, and 
there is the same coyness in hundreds on the Derby Day who have 
no across-country saddle considerations to make their corpulence a 
burden. If you watch the index it is generally resting between 
10st. 71b. and 11st. 4Ib., a weight pretty well corresponding to the 
conventional English standard ; and, if it is much beyond ldst., there 
is the general remark from the mischievous boy who always will 
appear at the wrong moment, “‘ Aint he a jolly licensed wittler!” 

Trying the Lungs is a much less nervous process; but, if men 
could only see what fearfully cherubic proportions they assume when 
the glass tube is once in play, they would not care for such a pro- 
cess again. The instrument has told some sad tales by chance in its 
day.

THE FARM. 


THE glorious change of weather has put the farmers in thorough 
heart, and some of them say that it is fully two years since they 
have had any season so exactly to their minds. The young grasses 
are coming wonderfully close and thick, and the pastures are full of 
‘‘verdure” in the strictest sense of the word, although the hay 
crops, of course, cannot fail to be light. Wheat only looks middling 
after its severe trials, and, although the plant is much larger and 
greener, we doubt whether it has tillered in so natural a form as to 
justify the anticipation of anything near an average. Beefsteaks 
reached 14d. in London this week, and in the Metropolitan Market 
mutton was at 10d.; but farmers generally had to get rid of a great 
~- of their stock to save them from absolute starvation, and as a 
ody derive but little benefit from the rise. 

e hear of but few calf arrivals, with the exception of Mr. 
Richard Booth’s Prince of the Vale, by Sir Samuel, from Red Rose, 
the dam of Queen Mab and Queen of the May. ‘The three last of 
the Hopewells at Warlaby are a bull-calf from Chastity, a bull-calf 
from Campfollower, and half brother to Soldier’s Bride (which is to 
be Mr. Booth’s yearling representative at Canterbury), and a heifer- 
calf from Welcome. Lady Pigot has purchased Victoria by Hope- 
well, for a very long price, from Mr. Barnes, of Moynalty, in the 
county of Meath, whither British Prince has departed, leaving a 
perfect cloud of descendants at Aylesby. 

The report of the Royal Agricultural Society is most favourable ; 
and 10s, 114d. in the pound has been realised on the property of the 
late secretary. The funded capital has been rai to £12,000 in 
the New Three per Cents ; and at present the society consists of 5165 
members. Mr. Samuel Sydney opened the campaign at the annual 
meeting, last Tuesday, and insisted that the society was becoming 
more and more an agreeable club, and did not represent the 
“practical farmers.” On this point Lord Feversham took issue 
with him, and argued that the landlord, if he knew his business, was 
quite as much entitled to that appellation as the tenant. The 
appointment of Mr. Frere as editor, in preference toa man of the 
stamp of Mr. Chalmers Morton, was described by more than one 
speaker as the great blot of the year, and it seems a very vital 
error that the society should he bound to elect any one merely on 
the recommendation of a committee. The election for secretary was 
an open and a satisfactory one, and why should not this have been so 
as well? On ascrutiny the names proposed in the house list were 
carried—to wit, the Duke of Marlborough (by virtue of his recent 
presidency), the Earl of Macclesfield, Colonel Pennant, M.P., Mr. 
Hutton, a Lincolnshire gentleman, and Mr. Druce, who replaces his 
father. The Earl of Powis will succeed Lord Walsingham as President 
of the Council next year. The entry of stock for Canterbury will 
close on the Ist of June, and we hear that the implement-yard will 
contain nearly a mile and a quarter of shedding, in addition to a 
large entry of machinery in motion. ‘This shows that the small 
implement-makers are manfully bestirring themselves ; and hence the 
moody Jupiters, who have bound themselves together by a pompous 
vow not to Se gma the society, will not even hare the satisfaction 
of finding that they are missed in the slightest degree. Although 
some of the mightiest of them aver that it cost them latterly tive 
hundred to go toa meeting, they know right well that it was the 
cheapest advertisement they could have in the days when they 
needed one. We shall see some of them very glad to get back in 
self-defence when they find younger rivals (who are not too proud to 
express their obligation to the society for the great expense and 
trouble they are put to in this department) treading closely on their 
heels, and bringing home whole books full of orders. 

The Smithfield Club has, we believe, decided to remove its show, 
when its present Baker-street lease is out (if the present legal diffi- 
culties in the way of a lease can be resolved), to Dixon’s Layers, near 
the Angol, at Islington, where a new company purpose building a 
large hall for flower shows and general festivais. It is said that 
fifteen hundred omnibuses will pass the very door. The Royal 
Agricultural Society hope to hold their '62 meeting in Hyde or 
Regent's Park. The Battersea meadows have been looked at, but it 
is feared that a damp July would make a quagmire of them. 


PULLINGER AND THE Stock Excnancz.—The Stock Exchange 
committee have not shrunk from the duty which was imposed upon them 
through the revelations made in connection with Pullinger’s transactions, 
Their long and laborious inquiry has conducted them to a decision that four 
of the members, who have acted as brokers to Puilinger and have carried 
on speculative transactions on his account, have brought themselves within 
the scope of the rule of the establishment which prohibits the members to 
transact business for clerks without the knowledge of their employers. By 
a resolution passed on Monday the committee solely upon this ground have 


| suspended three of the persons inculpated until the annual election of mem- 


bers in March next, i.e., for a period of ten months ; whilst in the fourth in- 
stance the sentence is three months’ suspension. It is understood that the 
committee will shortly publish for general information the results of their 
endeavours to trace that portion of the money squandered by Pullinger 
which passed through the Stock Exchange. The task of continuing the 
| investigation now devolves upon the directors of the Union Bank, who are 
| trying to trace bank notes which have passed through the hands of third 
parties quite unconnected with Pullingor or with the Stock Exchange.

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Relics of the Past, 


A MEDIUM OF COMMUNICATION ON ANTIQUARIAN SUBJECTS 
BETWEEN MEN OF LETTERS, SCIENCE, ART, &c. 


THE KEY OF THE PRINCIPAL GATE AND A STONE FROM THE 
CENTRE ENTRANCE OF THE BASTILLE, 
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Tus interesting relic of the once-dreaded State prison of France is 
one of the items in an extremely valuab’e collection of MSS. and 
other curiosities shortly to be sold by Messrs. Chinnock and 
Galworthy. The key is fastened to the stone by iron hooks, driven 
into wood plugs, let in to hold it; and round the stone, cut in 
capitals, is the inscription :—‘“‘ Cetts Pierre vient de cachots de la 


Bastille donnée } M. Moreau St. Mory, President des Eiecteurs, 1789, | 


par le Patriote Palloy, L.A.N.4e.” Accompanying it is the original 
letter to M. Palloy from the Mayor of Paris, I. 8. Bailly, thanking 
him for the stone and inviting him to dinner. 

These mementos of the terrible Bastille recall some particulars of 
that infamous stronghold of despotism. The castle of the Bastille 
was erected during the years 1370 and 1/33, by Hugh d’Aubriot, as 
a protection, it is said, against the English. Curiously enough, the 
architect himself became some years afterwards a prisoner in one 
of the towers of the fortress through the resentment of the Church. 
The original building consisted only of two circular towers, one on 
each side of the road leading into Paris from tho suburbs of St. 
Anthony. These towers wore connected by a high and strong wall, 
in the csntre of which was the gate of the town. 
subsequently added, and joined togetier by walls of enormous thick- 
ness and measuring eizhty feet in height from the level of the 
interior court. By degrees the Bastille became divested of its 


military importance, and assumed the character of a regular prison, | 
the eight towers of the citadel being converte:l into as many separate | 


wards, and, in communication with frightful subterranean cachots, made 
capable of holding a thousand prisoners. Those who became the 
objects of Royal or Ministerial resentment were committed to the 
Bastille by secret orders, called lef/res de cachet, in which no specific 
charge was brought against them, no period named for bringing them 
to trial, and by which all access to their families or friends were en- 
tirely suspended—sometimes for years, sometimes for ever. So great, 
indeed, was the secrecy observed that persons are recorded to have 
been privately arrested and confined in this prison-house for years, 
without its being known to their connections what had become of 
them, till they were able, on being discharged, to tell their story; and 
even then the apprehension of being again deprived of liberty ren- 
dered them extreme'y circumspect in what theysaid. The history of 
the Bastille furnishes examples of prolonged imprisonment which 
appear incredible. When the registers of this dismal abyss were 
examined, in the reign of Louis XVI., it was discovered that one un- 
fortunate old man had been immured for forty-seven years! Upon 
being released from his dungeon and conducted to the street where 
he had formerly lived he could discover no trace of his old abode. 
His family and relatives were all dead or dispersed. None of those 
whom he addressed remembered him, or recollected any. of the events 
to which he referred. A whole generation had passed away; a new 
race had sprung up; and in his native city he was an absolute 
stranger. From anancient domestic, whom he accidentally disco- 
vered, he learned that his wife, worn out with anxious expectation 
and unavailing regret, had sunk into the grave thirty years before ; 
and that all his children had gone abroad to distant climes. At this 
tale of sorrow the hapless man, it is related, actually applied to the 
Minister to be restored to his prison again. 

Like most edifices of a similar nature, the Bastille soon became 
odious to the people, and it was against this monument of 
arbitrary oppression that the first outbreak of the populace 
was directed at the commencement of the French Revolution. 
The popular Minister, Necker, having been dismissed by the 
King, his departure from Paris gave the signal for an appeal 
to arms. Camille Desmoulins, a young and enthusiastic patriot, 
harangued the people at the Palais Royal. The Guards when 
cilled upon refused to fire, on which many of the citizens formed 
themselves into a National Guard But the infuriated multitude 
attacked and pillaged in all quarters ; the barriers were fired ; and 
on the 14 h of July, 1789, the wild army appeared before the walls of 
the detested Bastille. Stanch in his principles of military honour, 
the Governor of the prison, the aged Marquis de Launay, refused to 
surrender, raised the drawbridge, and fired upon the people. His 
feeble garrison, consisting of only eighty-two Invalids and thirty-two 
Swiss mercenaries, was, however, unable to withstand the onslaught 
of the mob, assisted as they soon were by the French Guards, who 
brought cannon and shot down the supports of the drawbridge. 
After a struggle of about four hours the people made themselves 
masters of the fortress. The Marquis de Launay, his Lieutenant, 


and some of the soldiers under their command, were killed ; the 
rest of the garrison escaped by disguising themse!ves as prisoners, 
and creeping into the narrow cells among the confined. For g 
detailed account of this important siege the reader may consult a 
work entitled “The Bastille Dévoilée,” and also “ The History of 
the Bastille, 1790.” But the most graphic description is that by 
Carlyle, in his admirable history of “‘ The French Revolution” :—

Along 
the streets of Paris circulate seven Bastille prisoners, borne shoulder- 
high; seven heads on pikes; the keys of the Bastille, and much else. See, 
also, the Gardes Francaises, in their steadfast military way, marching 
home to their barracks, with the Invalides and Swiss kindly inclosed is 
a hollow equare. Likewise ash!ar stones of the Bastille continue thundering 
through the dusk ; its paper archives shall fly wide. Old secrets come to 
view ; and long-buried despair finds voice Read this portion of an old 
letter :—‘‘ If for my consolation Monseigneur would grant me, for the sake 
of God and the most blessed Trinity, that I could have news of my dear 
wife ; were it only her name on a card, to show that she is alive! It were 
the greatest consolation I could receive; and I should for ever bless the 
greatness of Monseigneur.’ Poor prisoner, who named thyself ‘Quéret 
Démery.’ and hast no other history; she is dead, that dear wife of thine; 
and thou art dead! Tis fifty years since thy breaking heart put this 
question, to be heard now first, and long heard, in the hearts of men.”

There are said to have been two keys to the great gate of the 
Bastille,—one in the possession of the King himself, the other in 
that of the Governor of the prison. The first of these fell into the 
hands of General Lafayette, and was sent by him, with other memo- 
rabilia, to General Washington at Mount Vernon, in the hall of which 
venerable mansion it still hangs. The other is declared to be that 
of which we have given a ropresentation. 





WALTHAM ABBEY SEAL. 


WE give, in connestion with the Engravings of Waltham Abbey 
Church which appeared in this Journal last week, a facsimile of 
the Abbey Seal. Respecting the arms of Waltham Abbey, Farmer 
in his history says:—‘‘ They appear at this day neither in glass, 
wood, nor in stone, in or about the church thereof. At last we 
find them to have been in a fair deed of Robert Fuller, the last 
abbot, thus—viz., Gules, two angels or, flying with their wings ex- 
tended, with their hands holding betwixt them a cross argent. This 
cross was brought hither, saith Camden, our antiquary, by a miracle 
out of the west, whence Waltham hath the addition of Holy Cross.” 

Vertue engraved the seal and two counter-seals of this abbey. 
An impression of the first, on green wax, is appendant to a charter

of the 23rd of Henry VIII., in the Chapter House, at Westminster. 
| It has also been engraved in Ogbourne’s “‘ History of Essex.” The 
inscription round the Obverse is ‘‘ Hoc est Sigill Ecclesie Sancte 
| Crucis de Waltham.” The first counter seal, appendant to a deed 
of the year 1253, has two heads in the area, supposed to represent 
| Tovi (Tooi) and Harold, looking towards each other, circumscribed 
| ** Hoc Carte Fedus cum Tovi firmat Haroldus.” The second counter- 
| seal was apparently an antique of the Roman times which had been 
dug up. 
The seal here represented is clearly of a date much later than the 
| timeof King Harold, who rebuilt the abbey. This is shown by the 
Reverse, which gives on one side the arms of England of the time of 
the Plantagenets ; and on the other side the arms of Waltham Abbey, 
nearly as given in ‘‘ Burke’s Armoury ”—viz., Arg. on a cross en- 
grailed sa. tive crosses crosslet fitch¢e or. The rest of the Reverse is 
thus explainable :—Tovi, standard-bearer to King Canute, who began 
the town of Waltham, built a church for two priests, which King 
Harold rebuilt, enlarged, and amply endowed, as the Cotton MS , 
| Julius D. vi., 2, states; and therefore the reverse of this convent’s 
seal is said to have been two hea/s, looking on each other, with this 
circumscription :—‘‘ Hoc Carte Fedus cum Tovi firmat Haroldus.” 
A bull of Pope Urban enjoined the Canons of Waltham not to 
mortgage any of their estate at the command of avy person what- 
soever. Hence appears the figure of a bull on the Reverse. The 
Obverse gives, in the centre, the other arms of the abbey —viz., Az. 
| (not gu ) two angels volant or, supporting a cross calvary on three 
grieces arg. 


GARIBALDI’S OFFICERS. 


The Siecle publishes a letter from M. Ricciardi, containing some interesting 
details of the seven officers who, under Garibaldi, command the Cacciatori 
delle Alpi :— 

La Masa is known through the brilliant part he took in the insurrection 
witnessed by the city of Palermo on the 12th of January, 1848, and also 
through his having taken part in the war of independence as a chief over 
some Sicilian volunteers. He contributed also to the defence of Messina 
against the Royal troops in the month of September, 1848. During his 
exile he published a few political and historical works, one of which was 
an account of the eventsof which Sicily was the theatre in 1846 and 1849. 

Carini, who is also a Sicilian, got up a regiment of cavalry at Palermo 
during the revolutionary period of 1843 and 1849, and when the revolution 
broke down he tried to serve in exile not only the cause of Sicily but also 
that of Italy, by his French and Italian Review, which appeared at Paris 
until the commencement of 1859. 

Stocco, a native of Calabria, is well known and very popular in that part 
of the Neapolitan kingdom. In 1848 he was one of my trustiest and bravest 
Lieutenants in the insurrection of the Calabrians, and he especially gave 
— of his bravery and skill on the 27th of June, during that combat at 

ong odds between Angitola and Maida, that lasted nearly twelve hours, 
and in which from four to five hundred Calabrians were seen fighting ad- 
vantageously against nearly all the troops command by General 
Nunziante, which troops would have been utterly defeated had the other 
Calabrian chiefs come up to the aid of Stocco. 

» Carioli is the brother of one of those glorious volunteers who were killed 
last year in the war against Austria. As soon as he heard of Garibaldi’s 
plans he came here in haste from Pavia, and it was his own mother who, 
still in mourning for her eldest son, presented bim to the General, and, as 
if she had done nothing yet, presented to him the sum of thirty thousand 
francs ! I can tell you that traits of this kind are by no means rare with us, 
especially of late; and truly such a case does not furnish the least plain 
proof of the complete moral change that has been effected n Italy and of 
the happy destiny that awaits it. 

Nino Bixio, a native of Genoa, is much liked here, and most popular in 
Italy. Wounded at Rome in 1849, by the side of his compatriot and friend, 
Godefroy Mamely, he*formed part in 1859 of the legion commanded by 
Garibaldi, one of whose most brilliant Lieutenants he was. Used to the 
sea like Garibaldi, having served as a ship-captain on a long voyage, he has 
just rendered eminent services to the expedition, in which he commands 
the Lombards 

Orsini contributed greatly te the insurrection at Palermo in the January 
of 1848, and was one of the principal defenders of Messina in the September 
of the same year. In 1849 he defended the rest of Sicily against the Royal 
troops commanded by Filangieri. Compelled to flee he took service in 
Turkey, with the rank of a Colonel of Artillery ; but at the first cry from 
Sicily be did not fail to come, and will no doubt render great services to the 
cause of his country by his special knowledge 

Anfossi is a distinguished officer of the old Sardinian Army, and‘has also 
expiated by a long exile his love for liberty.

ST. JOHN'S SCHOOLS. 


THESE magcificent schoolrooms, which the accompanying [llvstra- 
tion represents, are situated in one of the most dense and needy 
localities of this overgrown parish. between Tottenham-court-road 
and John-street, a square. They sre the result of five years’ 
labour on the part of the Rev. Mr. Gill, the Incumbent, and a com- 
mittee of ladies and gentlemen of the district. St. John’s has been 
made one of the separate districts, for ecclesiastical purposes only, 
of St. Pancras parish; and, as good schools are ost the first 
essentials for ministerial use‘ulness, there has been neither lack of 
money or perseverance to accomplish such an object for the new dis- 
trict. The cost of the site was £5627 3s. 11d. ; and that of the school- 
rooms and master’s house £5418 10s. 1d. ; and, all credit due to the 
promoters of these extensive buildings, no debt whatever remains due 
on their completion. They occupy the site of four old houses in 
John-street and four in Kirkman’s place, which is an avenue leading 
out of Tottenham-court-road. Having such an area of ground, the 
committee were enabled to provide sufficient school accommodation 
not only for the wants of the present but of future generations. 
These new buildings comprise classrooms, master’s house, industrial 
department, and schools for 1000 children, with the great convenience 
of a smal! playground, and miniature but well-proportioned clois- 
ters, which are entered from the play-ground beneath a lofty ar- 





cade of stone. It would be difficult to define any particular style 
of architecture in their construction; but the convenience which 
they afford, the light, lofty, and airy character of the different 
rooms, and the adaptation of every portion of space to some useful 
end, reflect upon the architect as much credit as would the most 
elaborate production of Gothic or Grecian, Norman or Elizabethan, 
models. The infants’ schoolroom, 63 feet by 30, is on the ground 
floor, and entered by a spacious ee from John-street, above 
which is the girls’ rchoolroom, approached by a broad staircase 
from the playground, adjoining Kirkman’s-place. This, as well as 
the boys’ schoolroom, is 70 feet long by 30 wide, each having not 
only the same proportions in space, but similariy ornamented by a 
fine open roof, wah larger tribeams and curved braces of stained 
desl, resting on stone brackets or corbels. The windows are spa- 
cious, with la’ sashes, so as to give plenty of light, a requisite 
much neglected in many modern public buildings. Adjoining these 
rooms are large classrooms, 30 feet by 16 each, attached to which 
are lavatories on an improved oper oe with every personal con- 
venience that can characteriso the requirements of the present day. 
The large rooms are to be employed in the evening for the delivery 
of lectures, social gatherings, and the promotion of every moral 
and intellectual faculty among the mechanics and working-men of 
this important district. The basement of the whole building is 
devoted to kitchens, washing and ironing rooms, where, when suffi-

NEW CHURCH IN ST. GILES’s, OXFORD. 


In the Architectural Society’s Exhibition of Pictures, in their 
gallery in Conduit-street, are two clever pen-and-ink draw- 

, by Mr. G. E. Skeet, of the church which is to be 
built under his direction in the parish of St. Giles, Oxford, 
and the foundation-stone of which was lately laid by the 
Lord yo he the diocese. Our Engraving is taken from 
one of the drawings referred to, and represents the eastern 
portion of the exterior of the church. All who have any love 
or knowledge of what is popularly called the Gothic style of 





architecture cannot fail toadmire the simplicity yet boldness 
of design, the fair proportions, and the well-broken outline 
which are here ingly put before us. It reminds us of 
some of the happiest buildings of those so-called ‘‘ dark 
ages,” which, nevertheless, bear witness to an oxquisite com- 
bination of grandeur and beauty in our ecclesiastical edi- 
fices. The style selected by the architect is that of tho 
Early Decorated, or Middle Pointed. ‘The church when 
completed will consist of a nave with clerestory, and north 
and south aisles opening into transepts, and a central tower 
surmounted bya spire, the space beneath which, and the 
apse beyond, is intended to form the chancel. ‘The church 
is to be built of Gibraltar stone, relieved b 

coloured stone both within and withovt, and the internal 
effect will be heightened by the columns of the nave being 
formed of Aberdeen granite, while the vaulting columns of 
the chancel and apse will be of Devonshire marble. 

The church is being erected by voluntary contributions. 
The estimated cost of the whole is, we understand, £7000. It 
will accommodate nearly 700 persons. A contract has been 
entered into with Mr. Joseph Castle for building the chancel 
and transepts only, which is all that the present state of the 
funds will allow, and which will cost £2400, exclusive of fittings 





and incidental expenses. The promotersare _ 
appealing for money to enable them to‘proceed - 
with the nave, and for which £3000 more will 
be required.

MDME. BORGHI-MAMO. 


Tus Engraving which adorns our present 
number is copied from Le Mercier’s portrait, 
published in Paris, the most faithful and 
spirited of the many likenesses which have 
been taken of this accomplished lady. Mdme. 
Borghi-Mamo, whose recent appearance at 
Her Majesty’s Theatre has created so great a 
sensation in our musical circles, — at an 

_ early age a great reputation in her native 
county, but it did not extend beyond the 
Al 1854, in which year she made her 
début at the Paris Royal Italian Opera in 
the character of Azucena, in the “‘ Trovatore,” 
when that opera was produced under the 
composer's own direction. Her success was 
triumphant, and at once placed her in the 
re-eminent position which she has ever since 
eld. She has been not less successful on the 
French than on the Italian . Soon 
after her début at the Théatre Italien she 
was engaged at the Académie Impériale de 
Musique, or Grand Opéra, where she first 
appeared in Donizetti's opera, ‘‘ La Favorita,” 
which (as our musical readers are aware) was 
originally written for that theatre, and was <= 
afterwards adapted to the Italianstage. How — 
it happened that Borghi-Mamo should have 
remained for six years in the French capital, ~ 
the object of universal admiration, an 
achieving triumph after triumph, without 
having been called to London, we cannot pre- 
tend to understand. But better late 
never. Thanks to the sagacity of the lessee 
of Her Majesty's Theatre, the London public 
are now in a condition to judge for them- 
selves of her merits. 

She has appeared before us in the two 
characters which laid the foundation of her 
Parisian success—Azucena, in the “Trova- 
tore,” and Leonora, in the “‘ Favorita,” and 
in both she has fully justified her repu- 
tation. Having so recently described the 
impressions made upon us by both these per- 
formances, it is sufficient at present to say 
that she has all tho gifts of nature and all the 
attair ts of art requisite to form a great 
actress and a great singer. As an actress, 
she has beauty, grace, and original genius ; 
as a singer, she has a voice of transcendant 
excellence, uniting the depth and fulness of 
the contralto with the clearness and flexibility 
of the soprano, together with that exquisite 
purity of style and finish of execution which 
are to be acquired only in the schools of Italy.
